Lord Melbourne's Papers. Edited by Lloyd 
C. Sanders. With a Preface by the Earl 
Cowper, K.G. (Longmans & Co.) 

Many readers of the letters and notes here 

printed will share Earl Cowper’s disappoint- 

ment ‘at their not being more brilliant,’ 
but perhaps they are all the more valuable 
on that account, as furnishing better evidence 
than has yet appeared of Lord Melbourne’s 
“strong, sound sense and painstaking atten- 
tion to business.” Mr. Torrens’s memoir is 
solid and trustworthy enough, and it cer- 
tainly does not underrate Melbourne’s 
qualities as a statesman ; but there was need 
for correction of the general estimate formed 
on Sydney Smith’s kindly mockery and on 
the more flippant portions of Charles 

Greville’s instructive gossip. If these 

‘ Papers’ bring into fresh prominence both 

Lord Melbourne’s cynicism and his assump- 

tion of carelessness, they also warrant Lord 

Cowper’s statement that, although ‘exu- 

berant vitality” was ‘“‘the leading trait of 

his character,” ‘‘it was tempered by a vein 
of thoughtfulness, a touch of melancholy, as 

much concealed as it was in the nature of a 

very open, unaffected man to conceal any- 

thing.” 

The volume opens with some bumptious 
letters written to his mother by William 
Lamb at the age of twenty, while he was 
completing his education under Prof. Millar 
at Glasgow, after he had taken his Cam- 
bridge degree. ‘‘The truth is,”’ he aptly 
said in one of them, ‘‘ that the Scotch uni- 
versities are very much calculated to make 
a man vain, important, and pedantic. This 
is naturally the case where there is a great 
deal of reading. You cannot have both the 
advantages of study and of the world to- 
gether.” If he was not a hard student, he 
was a diligent reader all through life, and 
the way was opened for him to see much of 
the world when—having been called to the 
Bar, and had, as he said, “the highest feel- 
ing of satisfaction he ever experienced, very 
far transcending his enjoyment on being 
appointed Prime Minister,” on receiving a 
brief—his career was changed through the 
death of hiselder brother. Politics, instead 
of law, now became the most suitable pro- 
fession for him. In 1806, at the age of 
twenty-six, he entered Parliament as 


member for Leominster, and in the same | 





year he unfortunately married the clever, but 
whimsical lady with whom he lived, uatil 
her death in 1828, on the ‘“‘ queer” terms 
described by Greville, ‘‘partly estranged 
from her, and occasionally amused into 
condonation of her amours, and into a sort 
of half-laughing, half-resentful reconcilia- 
tion;..... he, good-natured, eccentric, and 
not nice; she, profligate, romantic, and 
comical.’”’ If, as may be assumed, William 
Lamb’s mother had a hand in making this 
luckless match, his praise of her as “the 
most sagacious woman I ever knew,” who 
‘‘ kept me right as long as she lived,” was 
not justified by it. Lord Cowper attributes 
to him “more tenderness and more real 
manliness” than Greville gives him credit 
for. In proportion to the importance he 
attached to his conjugal responsibilities and 
mischances, however, must have been their 
injurious and painful effect upon him. There 
can be no doubt, at any rate, that they fos- 
tered his cynical tendencies. These are 
illustrated in the commonplace book that he 
kept between 1809 and 1832. On one page 
he wrote :— 

“ By taking a wife a man certainly adds to the 
list of those who have aright to interfere with 
and advise him, and he runs the risk of putting 
in his own way another very strong and perhaps 
insuperable obstacle to his acting according to 
his own opinions and inclinations. By marrying 
you place yourself upon the defensive instead of 
the offensive in seciety, which latter is admitted 
to be in all contentions the most advantageous 
mode of proceeding. Before marriage the shape, 
the figure, the complexion carry all before them ; 
after marriage the mind and character unex- 
pectedly claim their share, and that the largest, 
of importance. Before I was married, whenever 
I saw the children and the dogs allowed, or 
rather caused, to be troublesome in any family, 
I used to lay it all to the fault of the master of 
it, who might at once put a stop to it if he 
pleased. Since I have married, I find that this 
was a very rash and premature judgment.” 


On another :— 


‘Give every subject and every expression, if 
you can, an indecent turn ; that makes a witty 
man. Impute to every action a base or wicked 
motive ; that makes a profound and sagacious 
man. Act without regard to times and circum- 
stances in a manner which is best calculated to 
defeat your own objects; that makes an in- 
corrupt and honest man. Your friends praise 
your abilities to the skies, submit to you in 
argument, and seem to have the greatest defer- 
ence for you; but, though they may ask it, you 
never find them following your advice upon 
their own affairs, nor allowing you to manage 
your own without thinking that you should 
follow theirs. Thus, in fact, they all think 
themselves wiser than you, whatever they may 
say. Among the smaller accidents of life no 
one gives more pain at the time, nor is recol- 
lected with greater vexation, than the having 
blurted out in company something which applies 
disagreeably to the situation or connections of 
some one who is present ; not because we have 
hurt the feelings of another, but because our 
own vanity is mortified at having made so 
egregious a blunder. You should never assume 
contempt for that which it is not very manifest 
that you have it in your power to possess, nor 
does a wit ever make a more contemptible figure 
than when, in attempting satire, he shows that 
he does not understand that which he would 
make the object of his ridicule. It wounds a 
man less to confess that he has failed in any 
pursuit through idleness, neglect, the love of 
pleasure, &c., &c., which are his own faults, than 
through incapacity and unfitness, which are the 
faults of his nature.” 





In yet another he thus concluded a 
short treatise on the science of living above 
one’s income :— 

““Wealth is so much the greatest good that 
Fortune has to bestow that in the Latin and 
English languages it has usurped her name.” 

But it was not to the pursuit of wealth 
that William Lamb applied himself when, 
finding that he was heir to a peerage, he 
was led into political life. Nor was fame 
at any time his object. A patriot he un- 
doubtedly was to some extent, both in 
intention and in achievement ; but patriot- 
ism was at best little more than a pastime 
which the exigencies of his situation mado 
more diverting or less irksome than any 
others outside the range of strictly private 
and evanescent pleasures. And though he 
entered Parliament in 1806, and soon, con- 
sidering himself a Whig, chuckled over the 
offences and fiascoes of the Tories, he took 
no serious part in public affairs till he was 
about fifty. He only came to the front 
when the fascination of Canning stirred him 
into something like enthusiasm for measures 
that seemed to him of real value, and when 
the zeal of men like Brougham alarmed 
him as to the outcome of the Whig policy 
to which he had attached himself. He 
appears to have been especially stung by 
Brougham’s taunt that he and his friend 
J. W. Ward had a weakness ‘for little 
prize essays of speeches, got up and 
polished, and useless, quite useless, for 
affairs.” Brougham added: ‘To have 
Canning, the leader in this line, against 
them, and sneering at them, they do not 
like, and, not being men of very great minds 
(though very good and clever men—one 
part of them, at least), they would fain cat 
all costs be with him.’”’ Lamb became a Can- 
ningite, and so continued until the time came 
when he must choose between the Duke 
of Wellington and Earl Grey. Of the duke 
he wrote in 1830 :— 

“ The feelings are not confidence in, or admira- 
tion of, his political character, but rather that 
of awe at the man that subdued Bonaparte and 
forced the Catholic question. It is the Indian 
worshipping the Devil, because he is not con- 
scious where he shall find a protecting deity.” 

He had succeeded to his father’s title 
in 1828, and that event, with the relief 
consequent on his wife’s death, may have 
induced him to enter more heartily into 
political life. He took office as Home 
Secretary under Lord Grey in 1830, and, as 
Greville reported, ‘‘ surprised all about him 
by a sudden display of activity and vigour, 
rapid and diligent transaction of business, 
for which nobody was prepared.”’ It is worth 
noting, however, that Castlereagh had long 
before declared that he might become Premier 
if only he would shake off his carelessness, 
and that the Prince Regent had prophesied 
that ‘‘some day or other”? he would be 
Prime Minister. At the Home Office, which 
then had charge of Irish affairs, he worked 
with wonderful energy during four of the 
most memorable years in the history of this 
century. He had no liking for parliamentary 
reform or the other measvres that Lord 
John Russell and several of his colleagues 
advocated ; but he acknowledged that ‘‘ the 
will of the country left the legislature no 
alternative.” He deemed it right to put, 
so far as he could, a drag on the coach 
which he might not prevent from going 
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down hill, and, acquiescing perforce in 
movements he was not able to avert, he 
contented himself with denouncing ‘'the 
rascally press’? and abusing his go-ahead 
associates. ‘‘ If I had been Lord Grey I 
should have knocked him down,” he said of 
Lord Durham when the latter urged the 
creation of new peers in February, 1832. 
His attitude all through this time is roughly 
indicated by his often quoted colloquy with 
Mr. Denison, afterwards Lord Ossington, 
who wanted him to favour some changes in 
the Poor Law Biil of 1834, for which he, as 
Home Secretary, was officially responsible. 
Lord Melbourne referred Mr. Denison to 
his brother George Lamb, then Under- 
Secretary for Home Affairs. ‘‘I have been 
with him,’ was the reply; ‘‘ but he damned 
me, and damned the Bill, and damned the 
paupers.” ‘ Well, damn it, what more 
could he do?’’ was the clenching rejoinder. 

The expletive now generally kept out of 
polite conversation was a favourite with Lord 
Melbourne. On the break up of Earl Grey’s 
Cabinet in 1834 he was invited to become 
Premier. He stated that ‘‘ he thought it a 
damned bore, and that he was in many minds 
what he should do—be minister or no.”” But 
he accepted the responsibility, mainly in 
order that he might keep in check Lord 
Althorp, Lord Durham, Lord Brougham, 
and others, and he achieved his purpose 
both during the short-lived administration 
of 1834 and when he took office for a longer 
term in 1835. He had many tussles, how- 
ever, both with colleagues who wanted him 
to go further than he chose, and with Wil- 
liam 1Y., who thought he was going a great 
deal too far. There are in this volume many 
interesting revelations of the inner working 
of political machinery half a century ago; 
and when due allowances are made for the 
exigencies of Lord Melbourne’s position and 
for his peculiar temperament, they show 
little to his discredit, and prove that he had 
rare firmness and business aptitude. Judged 
by the standard of to-day, even the reformed 
House of Commons was a very inefficient 
champion of popular demands, and the 
authority of the Crown in those days 
asserted itself in ways not now possible; 
but that many problems still unsettled then 
caused much anxiety, and that crises, more 
or less violent, were imminent and called 
for just such wisdom in the handling as 
Lord Melbourne possessed, appears from 
warnings like the following, in a letter from 
Mr. Abercromby, the Speaker :— 

‘* Everywhere I find that the House of Lords 
is a general topic of discussion. Their present 
safety consists in the absence of any practicable 
plan capable of being carried out without a 
violent struggle. In the event they will fall or 
undergo a great change, but the fear of violence 
may protract their existence if they will submit 
to act in accordance with the opinions of the 
House of Commons. But independently of the 
feeling of personal dislike which exists in many 
of those who are theic superiors, and which 
superiors have not used their knowledge with 
judgment in the private relations of life, it does 
appear to be hopeless that any body of men 
should recover from the state of contempt into 
which they have fallen. They may try to save 
themselves by abolishing proxies. They will do 
no good ; for in any case the Tory lords would 
be the majority, and if they act as they have 
done they would still oppose the House of 
Commons and the people. The change would, 


therefore, only have the effect of fixing the 





opinion that they were incurable without a great 


change. There is nothing left for them but to 
submit, and wait events. If they do not follow 
this course, I incline to think that a struggle of 
some sort on that question would become inevit- 
able.” 

Perhaps our historians have not yet duly 
apprehended the importance of the change 
of sovereigns in 1837 in tiding over dangers 
with which the country, or, at any rate, 
the constitution, was threatened near the 
close of William IY.’s reign; but full jus- 
tice has been done to Lord Melbourne for 
the tact and zeal with which he assumed the 
delicate office of monitor to our Queen at a 
time when she had many traditions to shake 
off, and nearly everything to learn. On this 
subject the volume before us, unfortunately, 
tells nothing new, and it sheds no fresh 
light on the one subject, the Bedchamber 
question, in respect of which Lord Mel- 
bourne’s action has been generally impugned. 
Nor, though we have four interesting 
chapters about his management of affairs 
during the six years in which he was most 
influential and most respected, do they add 
much to our knowledge of the period. They 
merely show that, having a firmer hold of 
the reins of power, he handled them more 
steadily than before, and with the same 
opportunist yielding, where it was necessary, 
to Whig or Radical encroachments on the 
Tory principles that he preferred. All the 
concessions he made were prompted by ex- 
pediency, not by a love of change. There 
maay have been excess of cynicism in his 
talk to Archbishop Whately about the 
abolition of the slave trade :— 

**Tt’s all a pack of nonsense! Always have 

been slaves in the most civilized countries ; the 
Greeks and Romans had slaves ; however, they 
would have their fancy, and so we’ve abolished 
slavery ; but it’s great folly.” 
Yet he expressed the same opinion in 
more sober phrase, and with much common 
sense, which may be commended tothe people 
interested in the Anti-Slavery Conference 
now being held at Brussels, in this letter to 
Lord John Russell :— 

‘* Buxton has of course sent you his book. 
Pray read it without delay. It recommends 
measures to be taken instantly, and it will 
form the manual of the saints and dissenters 
during the next session, I hope he exaggerates 
the extent of the slave trade carried on at 
present, and I should think it probable that he 
does so, as his object is to prove that nothing 
yet has been effected towards its abolition. But 
it is impossible not to feel and to expect that 
religion, morality, law, eloquence, cruisers, will 
all be ineffectual, when opposed to a profit of 
cent. per cent. and more. While a slave can 
be purchased in Africa for a few beads, a yard 
or two of red cloth, a bad gun, and sold else- 
where for a hundred to a hundred and fifty 
pounds, it will not be very easy to prevent his 
being bought and sold. But the remedy pro- 
posed by Buxton, namely, the establishing posts 
in the interior of Africa, and undertaking the 
cost of civilizing that continent, requires to be 
seriously thought of before it is adopted. The 
obstacles and objections are numerous and 
obvious. (1) The expense and the wars and 
contests in which it would engage us. Our posts 
must be supported and protected. (2) The loss 
of human life. Whatever Buxton may say, the 
white man has hitherto been unable to exist in 
those countries, and a much larger proportion 
die than live. (3) The jealousy and hostility of 
all Africa, Mahometan and idolatrous, already 
much alarmed and incensed by the French 
occupation of Algiers. 





(4) The jealousy of all | 


the other nations of the world, who will no 
more believo that we go there principally for 
the purpose of suppressing the slave-trade than 
we should believe it of Russia if she were to 
allege such a motive for the establishing of posts 
and stations in countries which do not belong 
to her.” 

After he had pretty well retired from 
public life, Lord Melbourne continued to 
write to his friends on matters that interested 
him, and on public movements that he de- 
precated. A letter about the Anti-Corn Law 
agitation, which he addressed to Lord John 
Russell in 1842, summed up at least one 
part of his rule of statesmanship :— 

‘My esoteric doctrine (but to be dissembled 
to the multitude upon questions of this charac- 
ter) is that, if you entertain any doubt, it is 
safest to take the unpopular side in the first 
instance. The transition from the unpopular is 
easy and prosperous travelling. But from the 
popular to the unpopular the ascent is so steep 
and rugged that it is impossible to master it.” 

In Mr. Sanders’s praiseworthy editing of 
these ‘Melbourne Papers,’ which he has 
supplied with admirably brief and lucid 
notes, that explain without cumbering the 
story here told, there are a couple of 
blemishes: he has been too sparing in his 
indication of dates, and his index is too 
incomplete to be of much service. 








Lectures on the Religion of the Semites.—First 
Series. Zhe Fundamental Institutions. By 
W. Robertson Smith, M.A.,LL.D. (Edin- 
burgh, Black.) 

In 1887 Prof. Robertson Smith was invited 

by the trustees of the Burnett Fund to de- 

liver three courses of lectures at Aberdeen 
on ‘The Primitive Religions of the Semitic 

Peoples, viewed in relation to other Ancient 

Religions, and to the Spiritual Religion of 

the Old Testament and of Christianity.’ It 

will be remembered that years ago the 
lecturer was cited befure the courts of his 

Church at Aberdeen for applying the recog- 

nized methods of historical research to the 

Old Testament. What the result of the trial 

was we all remember, and Cambridge as 

well as Semitic scholars generally have 
reason to be grateful for the verdict of the 

Free Church of Scotland. The eleven lec- 

tures which lie before us are not the result 

of hasty cramming, as is, unfortunately, 
too often the case on similar occasions ; 
but they embody a gradual working out of 
the subject through diligent study of in- 
scriptions, of classical and more especially 
Arabic authors, and of books on primitive 
religions. Dr. R. Smith has already given 
more than a foretaste of his researches 
in this branch of learning in his numerous 
articles in the ‘Encyclopzedia Britannica,’ 
the last volumes of which were brought out 
under his skilful editorship, in various 
periodicals, and, above all, in his book 
on ‘ Kinship and Marriage in Early Arabia.’ 

It is hardly necessary to add that our 

author is an accomplished Semitic philo- 

logist. His style, moreover, is usually clear, 
and in many cases even fluent. With all 
these advantages, we need not wonder if we 
find his lectures, even where we do not agree 
with them, extremely interesting, and full 
of new ideas and suggestions. We cannot 
pretend to give here more than an outline 
of the author’s results. 

The first lecture, naturally a kind of ir- 
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troduction to the rest of the book, is on 
the unity and homogeneity of the Semitic 
race in the lands of their settlement, the 
race being modified in some respects on the 
frontier only. ‘In Babylonia and Assyria,” 
our author says judiciously, 


‘‘the official system of religion, as it is known 
to us from priestly texts and public inscriptions, 
bears clear marks of being something more than 
a popular traditional faith ; it has been artifi- 
cially moulded by priestcraft and statecraft in 
much the same way as the oflicial religion of 
EKgypt, and if it be so, it is plain that the cunei- 
form material must be used with caution in the 
inquiry into the type of traditional religion cha- 
racteristic of the ancient Semites.” 


No doubt Dr. R. Smith is right in not 
relying too much, for the reason he states, 
on the numerous cuneiform documents, and 
also because the decipherment of these 
documents, except in the case of historical 
inscriptions, is still far from being quite 
satisfactory. The divergency of the two 
schools of Accadists and anti-Accadists makes 
it impossible to place reliance on this class 
of inscription, and for the early religion 
of Babylonia these are nearly the only 
documents available. But is not this 
also the case with the Old Testament, 
according to modern research, which attri- 
butes so much to priestly influence, includ- 
ing even an entire priestly codex, while 
many additions in the other books are 
equally of priestly origin? Do not the 
prophets in their enthusiasm for the true 
worship of Jehovah attempt to exaggerate 
the ghastly worship of the other gods? And 
after all they wrote in the age of the poli- 
tical organization of Israel and not in a 
primitive time. Are the historical books 
quite free from the influence of the neigh- 
bours of the Israelites, whether distant or 
near? And how about the Arabic books 
upon which Dr. R. Smith builds so much, 
of which the oldest is the ‘ Kitab al-Aghani,’ 
which contains passages of poets and re- 
ferences to persons who lived not earlier 
than a century before Mohammed? Are they 
really all original and uninfluenced from 
outside ? We can scarcely imagine so, for 
the Arabs were in contact with the traders 
of distant countries, whose caravans natur- 
ally sojourned for some time in their country. 
We should not be surprised to learn one day 
from the discoveries of Dr. E. Glaser that the 
Mineeans (about 2000-1500 3.c.) and their 
conquerors the Sabeans had communications 
with India and Persia; and if so their re- 
ligious and social ideas must unavoidably 
have been influenced by the further East. 
What we can learn from the early Arabic 
writers is their opinions one or two centuries 
before Mohammed at the utmost, nothing 
more, and upon such a basis we have no 
right to construct the primitive religion of 
the Semites. We are no better off when 
we examine classical and post - classical 
writers. Sanchoniathon, Philo, Josephus, 
and even Herodotus must be used with 
caution, for they did not write in primi- 
tive times, and must have largely depended 
upon hearsay. These data may be em- 
ployed for comparative purposes at best, 
but not for the reconstruction of the re- 
ligious and social life of the Semites. 
Here everything is guesswork, and so we 
are afraid it will remain; for from inscrip- 
tions, however old they may be, we shall 





only learn of an advanced state of Semitic | 
life, and not of the primitive epoch when | 
no writing was as yet known. The only | 
documents bearing on the primitive age of | 
the Semitic tribes are to be found in the | 
Pentateuch, if they may be accepted as oral 
traditions handed down until writing be- 
came an acquired art. When was this the 
case? Here comes the great divergency 
between Biblical critics. Taking into ac- 
count the objections we have urged concern- 
ing the documents at our disposal, we must 
consider the greater part of Dr. R. Smith’s 
first volume as a plausible attempt to solve 
the problem which he has undertaken to 
treat. In his second series of lectures, 
where he will explain the mythology of the 
Semites, he will stand on firmer ground, for 
the gods and the conceptions connected with 
them remained the same until the recognition 
of Jehovah by all Israel, and only the ritual 
and the attributes were changed among 
various tribes and in different countries. 

The author, if we may be allowed to say 
so, bases his work on three T’s, viz., 
on the tribe principle, the totem, and the 
taboo, as we shall see further on. A social 
system based on the principle of kinship is 
held together by the tie of blood, of which 
the consequence is the law of blood revenge ; 
the later development of it is the kingship 
possessed by the powerful and successful 
leader of aclan. Naturally, each clan had 
a protector whom it worshipped. ‘The 
ancient Semitic communities,” says Prof. R. 
Smith, 

‘* were small, and were separated from each other 
by incessant feuds. Hence, on the principle of 
solidarity between gods and their worshippers, 
the particularism characteristic of political 
society could not but reappear in the sphere 
of religion. In the same measure as the god of 
a clan or town had indisputable ciaim to the 
reverence and service of the community to 
which he belenged, he was necessarily the enemy 
of their enemies anda stranger to those to whom 
they were strangers.” 

The existence of clans is indisputable, as 
can be seen from the following passage 
(Joshua vii. 14) relating to Achan :— 

‘*TIn the morning ye shall be brought accord- 
ing to your tribes; and it shall be, that the 
tribe which the Lord takes shall come according 
to the families thereof; and the family which 
the Lord shall take shall come by households 
(lit. houses); and the household which the 
Lord shall take shall come man by man.” 

Of the solidarity between the clan and its 
god Dr. R. Smith gives numerous striking 
instances from the Bible. He then explains 
the fatherhood of the tribal god and the 
motherhood of the goddess, the god being 





regarded as king, and the worshippers as 
children and subjects. Here we would note 
the ingenious interpretation of the character | 
of the ger or ‘‘stranger,” often mentioned | 
in the Bible, which means a client of God. 


We shall now quote Dr. R. Smith’s | 
remarks on totemism, on which the lecturer | 
lays great stress :— 

“In the totem stage of society, each kinship 
or stock of savages believes itself to be phy- 
sically akin to some natural kind of animate | 
or inanimate things, most generally to some | 
kind of animal. Every animal of this kind is 
looked upon as a brother, is treated with the 
same respect as a human clansman, and is 
believed to aid his human relations by a variety 
of friendly services.” 


Further on we read the following :— 

“Tt is with them especially that he has per- 
manent relations of kinship or hostility, and 
round them are gathered in a peculiar degree 
his superstitious hopes and fears and observ- 
ances.” 

This is the origin of the demons which 
appear in the Old Testament mostly under 
the form of sair (Lev. xvii. 7; Isaiah xiii. 
21), a kind of goat, which Dr. R. Smith 
translates ‘‘the hairy ones,” the jinn of 
Arabic superstition. In another place we 
are told that 

‘“‘if the oldest sanctuaries of the gods were 
originally haunts of a multiplicity of jinn, or of 
animals to which demoniac attributes were 
ascribed, we should expect to find, even in later 
times, some trace of the idea that the holy 
place is not inhabited by a single god, but by a 
plurality of sacred denizens.” 

And Dr. R. Smith is inclined to think 
that this is the idea which underlies 
the Hebrew use of the plural Elohim 


and the Phoenician use of obs. he, 
moreover, connects with it the expression 
‘‘b’ne Elohim,” ‘‘sons of Elohim,’ for 
angels, which, according to Ewald, have no 
name, ?.¢., no distinctive individuality ; an 
angel is simply one of aclass. Here it suits 
the lecturer to assume that Gen. xxviii. 12 
and xxxii. 2 are the oldest Hebrew tradi- 
tions; and Gen. vi. 2, 4, is also adduced as 
an argument. Perhaps the word O°’, 
‘*demons,” might contribute to the idea of 
the plurality of the jinn, as also, possibly, 


the term "7 °8. But unexplained plural 
forms in Hebrew are not rare, and Elohim 
is one of them. 

One-half of the lectures is devoted to the 
various sacrifices and oblations, animal or 
vegetable, consumed by fire or offered on 
the sacred table, which are wholly made 
over to the god by being consumed on the 
altar or otherwise disposed of in his service, 
and those of which the god and his wor- 
shippers partake together. Dr. R. Smith does 
not accept the general explanation of animal 
sacrifices among the Semites, that they ere 
gifts made over to the god, but he considers 
them an act of communion, in which the 
god and his worshippers unite by partaking 
together of the flesh and the blood of a 
sacred victim. ‘‘It must be supposed that 
when gifts or food,” says Prof. R. Smith, 
‘were first presented at the shrines of the 
gods, the belief was that they were actually 
consumed by the deity.” This is the ex- 
planation of the fire offerings, of the pour- 
ing out of the blood, and of the libations. 
The idea of the ‘‘ food of god” is connected, 
according to our author, with totemism, 
where the gifts laid before the sacred animal 
are actually eaten. Covenants, according to 
the Old Testament, were sealed by the parties 
eating and drinking together; but we do 
not believe that there is any allusion in 
the Old Testament to such a participation 
by Jehovah in meals with His worshippers : 
Jehovah smells the agreeable savour of the 
burning of the sacrifice, but He is not sup- 
posed to eat with those who bring the offer- 
ing. In our opinion the sacrifice is a gift 
which is brought to the gods of that which 
is first to appear, whether first fruits or the 
blood which first gushes forth when the 
animal is killed ; this means that everything 
belongs to the gods. 
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The blood covenant is particularly well ex- 
plained in the ninth lecture, as well as offer- 
ings of hair, clothing, and rags. Subsequently 
various holocausts, human as well as animal, 
and the burning of the fat are described in 
the order of their development; and here we 
find a plausible explanation of the word Tophet 
(Isaiah xxx. 33) as representing the Syriac 
tfaya, ‘‘a stand or tripod set upon a fire,” 
though the explanation of its vocalization 
reads like a Midrash. The last lecture treats 
of special gifts and particular sacrifices. Here 
the following singular idea is developed: 
the sacrifice was properly a consecration 
of warriors; for the Hebrew phrase for com- 
mencing war is ‘‘to consecrate war,’’ and 
‘‘ warriors are consecrated persons, subject to 
special taboos.” To holiness, uncleanness, 
and taboo an additional note is devoted at 
the end of the book; there are notes on 
other points connected with the Old Tes- 
tament, of which we may mention that on 
the supposed phallic significance of sacred 
posts and pillars, and others on the sacri- 
fiee of sacred animals and on the altar of 
Jerusalem. The two brazen pillars of the 
Temple, Prof. R. Smith thinks, are meant 
by the strange word Ariel, *‘ hearth of El,” 
and if so, he adds, we get rid of a serious 
exegetical difficulty in 2 Sam. xxiii. 20; for 
if this view be adopted, Benaiah’s ex- 
ploit was to overthrow the twin fire- 
pillars of the national sanctuary of Moab— 
an act which in those days probably needed 
more courage than to kill two “ lionlike 
men,” as the English version has it. To 
us it seems that from the context in Samuel 
Ariel must mean a living being, and such 
seems the case as regards the Ariel men- 
tioned on the Moabite Stone. In later times 
Ariel becomes the name of Jerusalem 
(Isaiah xxix. 1) and of the altar (Ezek. xliii. 
15, 16). 

From this necessarily limited notice an 
idea may be formed of the importance of 
the book, which is the first of its kind in 
English at least. For the general reader 
the volume will appear too full, but scholars 
will find in it a mine from which they may 
extract plenty of material. 








A History of the Ancient Town and Manor of 
Basingstoke. By F. J. Baigent and J. E. 
Millard. (Simpkin & Marshall.) 

Ir is, perhaps, because the name of so well- 

known a Hampshire antiquary as Mr. 

Baigent appears upon the title-page that 

this work is somewhat disappointing. It is 

so not from any lack of industry—for that 
has been expended without stint—but from 
unsatisfactory arrangement and from the 
want of breadth of treatment. The very 
shape of the volume tells its own tale. 
From an introductory apology for its ap- 
pearance as an octavo volume of nearly eight 
hundred pages we gather that the original 
intention was merely to issue a second 
edition of a pamphlet of twenty-nine pages, 
and from this it is obvious that the scheme 
has been completely changed in the course 
of compilation. But as the bulk of the 
pamphlet has, it seems, been retained in 
the present work, the effect is necessarily 
not so much that of a new patch on an old 
garment as of an old patch on a new one. 
We doubt if such a book as this, indeed, 


can be properly described as a ‘‘history.”’ | 





The materials for a ‘“ history,” no doubt, 
are here, but in an undigested condition. 
The bulkier of the documents might more 
appropriately have appeared in a special 
volume of the Hampshire Record Society. 

The arrangement adopted has been the 
classified treatment of the authors’ materials 
under various heads. Thus we have in 
succession five pages devoted to ‘‘the his- 
tory of Basingstoke and Basing,” twenty- 
seven to ‘the ecclesiastical history,” three 
to ‘‘ the rural deanery of Basingstoke,” and 
so forth. 

To an antiquary who was also an his- 
torian interested in the growth of institu- 
tions, Basingstoke would offer a tempting 
sphere of study; for it presents a typical 
instance of a ‘ vill’”—slowly growing into 
a town—on the ‘‘ancient demesne” of the 
Crown. The entry relating to it in Domesday 
is of great value, because it shows Basing- 
stoke joined with Kingsclere and Hurst- 
bourne in a group of royal demesne bound 
to furnish the ‘firma unius diei’”’ to the 
Crown. This peculiar arrangement is strictly 
parallel to that which is found on Crown 
demesne in the adjoining county of Dorset, 
and it bears every mark of antiquity. 
Parallel also to the Dorset system was the 
arrangement by which Basingstoke was the 
caput, not only of its own hundred, but of 
five hundreds round. But there seems to 
be some confusion in the minds of the 
authors — or rather of the one who is 
responsible for the passage—as to the 
meaning of a ‘‘ hundred.” The state- 
ment that ‘‘the hundred of Basingstoke 
always belonged to, and was of itself a 
part of, the manor and town of Basing- 
stoke” is misleading, for the writer is here 
alluding to the hundred in its territorial 
sense, whereas it was only the court or 
jurisdiction of the hundred which, with its 
profits, belonged to Basingstoke. The same 
writer twice gives 1088 as the date of 
Domesday, and makes Edward the Elder 
marry a daughter of ‘the Ear! of Sigelina”’ 
—a potentate whose name is more sugges- 
tive of opéra bouffe than of English history. 
But we only mention this to illustrate the 
unwisdom of incorporating old materials in 
a modern work. 

The gradual emancipation of the men 
(homines) of Basingstoke should have formed 
the leading idea of the‘ History.’ But here 
the threads are so broken that the reader has 
to reconstruct the narrative for himself. He 
can dimly see how prominent a feature was 
played by the Crown’s firma in the develop- 
ment of the local liberties, and how the road 
to self-government lay through its manage- 
ment by the homines themselves. The illus- 
trative value of such a development is found 
by comparing it with the process of emanci- 
pation in boroughs, and by noting its con- 
tinuous character in the absence of a govern- 
ing ‘‘gild.” This absence of the trading 
element is somewhat remarkable in view 
of the geographical position of the ‘‘ vill,” | 
which must have owed its growth in import- 
ance to its situation at the junction of several 
important roads. There is no question, how- 
ever, as to the fact; for when, in 1392, the 
‘< vill” was incorporated by Richard II. and | 
granted a common seal, the homines merely | 


became a communitas. The place of assembly | 





was not a “ Guildhall,” but a ‘‘ Motehall,” 
and the “Constitution of the Manor,” as | 


set forth by themselves in 12389, ‘deals 
solely,” as this work admits, ‘with the 
agricultural interests of the parish.” Sheep 
and pigs, stubbles and commons, were here, 
as in other rural districts, the subjects that 
engrossed the minds of the inhabitants. 

It may be worth noting, for its bearing 
on corporate heraldry, that the common seal 
adopted in 1392 is clearly indebted for 
its design—St. Michael trampling on the 
dragon—to the circumstance that the parish 
church belonged, even before the Domesday 
Survey, to the Abbey of St. Michael on the 
Mount. 

So far as the purely local portion of the 
present work is concerned, the care and 
minute labour of the authors are deserving 
of the highest praise. Whether in the anno- 
tated list of mayors and other officers of 
the corporation, of the vicars, &c., or in the 
account of that chapel and guild of the 
Holy Ghost which plays so large a part in 
the history of Basingstoke, no pains have 
been spared to provide all the evidence 
accessible. This chapel, by the way, stood 
in a litten, or graveyard, which had its 
origin during the Papal interdict in the 
days of King John. The guild connected with 
it, though refounded by Philip and Mary, 
escaped the dangers of the Reformation, 
partly, no doubt, through its educationa} 
character, it being the root from which the 
local free school eventually took its rise. 
But was it necessary in a work of this cha- 
racter to discuss the dress, customs, and 
tenets of the Salvation Army, as if they were 
peculiar to Basingstoke ?—though the sup- 
pression, by ‘‘a battalion [sic] of Horse 
Artillery,” of the riots their presence ex- 
cited undoubtedly was so. 

Neither the churchwardens’ accounts nor 
the parish registers begin at a sufficiently 
early date to present any features of special 
interest, but it is far otherwise with the 
Court Rolls, the copious extracts from which 
will probably prove to students the most valu- 
able portion of the book. As the men of 
Basingstoke themselves farmed their hun- 
dred, under a grant of Henry III., they 
held the usual courts, the great half-yearly 
one for view of frankpledge, and the three- 
weekly one, or ‘Curia Parva Hundredi.” 
The rolls of the latter commence in 1386 ; 
but though the earliest ones record a case 
concerning rights to land, duly tried and 
determined, they are mainly occupied from 
the first with pleas of debt. The rolls, on 
the contrary, of the Great Court positively 
teem with entries of interest, social, personal, 
and philological, and should certainly be 
carefully read for the ‘New English Dic- 
tionary.’ It is striking to find an innkeeper 
and agriculturist mentioned in 1516, who 
was not released from the ‘‘ yoke of servi- 
tude” as a “‘ bondman”’ on a royal manor 
till 1523. The extreme care manifested 
for the suppression of nuisances to health 
may surprise many readers. In 1586 the 
jury present that the stocks and pillory are 


| both in need of repair, and ‘‘there is no 


tumbrel, called a cucking stool.” They again 
present in 1588 “that the coockingstoole 
isin default,” and insist on the bailifis see- 
ing to it at once. The appendix of docu- 
ments also is of great value, especially in 
the case of those extracted from the muni- 
ments of Merton and Magdalen Colleges. 
Among the former is a local terrier of 1443- 
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1444, valuable for describing as a ‘‘forhelfe” 
the half of a ‘foracre,” the latter being a 
term met with in the Domesday of St. 
Paul’s. Among the former are the account 
rolls of the hospital of St. John, to which 
we would invite special attention. Those 
for 1280-82 are singularly complete and 
detailed; they are full of information on 
prices and wages. Appended to them are 
two schedules containing what may fairly 
be termed medizeval lawyers’ bills. They 
are ‘‘run up” with quite modern skill, and 
the actual fees paid to the pleader repre- 
sent but a small fraction of the whole 
amount.

“Tue Partan’ is very long. It is divided 
into six ‘‘ books,” each of which would have 
nearly filled a volume printed in the type 
commonly used for three-volume novels. To 
speak exactly, if ‘The Pariah’ had been 
printed in the same style as one of Miss 
Broughton’s novels it would have filled five 
volumes. Neither the story nor the matter 
of the book is worthy of such elaborate 
treatment. The interest of the story depends 
upon a mistake about a letter—an expedient 
which novelists are very ready to adopt, but 
which nearly always proves disastrous. The 
author of ‘Vice Versi’ of course knows 
how to contrive a number of awkward pre- 
dlicaments as the result of the mistake, and 
they would have done extremely well in a 
comic story; but ‘The Pariah’ is a tragedy, 
in which the writer has severely refrained 
‘even from being humorous. In such a story 
it is necessary to compel events to seem pro- 
bable, and to ehut out the possibility of the 
easy explanations which a reader does not 
trouble to dwell upon or even to think of in 
a piece of light comedy. The mistake about 
the letter is the point upon which the whole 
story turns; the rest is introduction and 
setting. There are no other important 
events. The narrative runs along easily ; 
but it is not distinguished either by bril- 
liancy of description or piquancy in detail. 
The scene is first at Trouville, afterwards in 
London and the outskirts, and then in an 
English county. Life in all these places is 
depicted passably enough; but the author 
seems to have been content to write as 
if books had been his guide instead of 
observation. One may infer that he has 
been at Trouville, but for his purpose 
Boulogne would have done just as well, for 
he has not that gift of portraiture of places 
which enables some novelists to make events 
gain an interest from the particular spots at 
which they happen. As for country life and 
county society, they are dealt with at con- 








siderable length, without any evidence of 
keen enjoyment or of satirical amusement. 
There remain, therefore, the characters, and 
with regard to them it is easy and pleasant 
to observe that the author has been wise in 
keeping them within reasonable limits, both 
as to numbers and as to the extent of his 
analysis. But he has not displayed any 
great power of characterization, and, sad to 
say, his heroine is a failure. Her beauty 
counts for nothing, and she has little else 
to depend on. She is a fine lady with an 
instinctive loathing of vulgarity, but her one 
act of heroism is inadequately accounted 
for. The novel is without a hero, because 
the unfortunate and unattractive youth who 
furnishes a title for the book fails to win 
the reader’s sympathy. His act of heroism, 
though adequate, demanded other acts which 
he was not man enough to perform. The 
author would be wiser to give free rein to his 
humour and his comical fancy. As a general 
rule, no doubt, a writer who venerates the 
public is right in striving to be dull; but it 
would be deplorable for one who has suc- 
ceeded so conspicuously in a happier field 
to aim at the lower office of a purveyor of 
tolerable three-volume novels. 

The first volume of ‘Would You Kill 
Him?’ is the best, because it is the most 
natural. It could all happen; and the his- 
tory of a commercial speculation set forth 
as a succession of orchestral movements is 
almost amusing. ‘Taking the whole wheat 
business as a sort of symphony” is un- 
questionably a novel idea, and Mr. Lathrop’s 
readers scarcely have time to be bored by it 
when he goes on to something else. But 
the third volume, perhaps the most interest- 
ing in itself, is decidedly the worst piece of 
art. A tragic motive is altogether wanting, 
and the author has built up a toppling edi- 
fice of tragic incident on no proper founda- 
tion. The hero has committed no crime, and 
given no opening or pretext for the immis- 
sion of the tragic element ; and the conse- 
quence is that Mr. Lathrop’s readers are 
simply unaffected by the piling up of a 
mountain of agony for which there is no 
logical basis. They may read on, because 
the writing is clever; but cleverness goes 
for little in the art of fiction without a turn 
for skilful construction. 

‘ Brownie’s Plot’ is quite a readable little 
story of life in a small country town. It can 
hardly be said to possess literary merits of 
a high order; but the author does not 
show signs of laying claim to these, and the 
unambitious tale of unambitious lives and 
quite commonplace, but nice young people 
willno doubt find plenty of sympathy amongst 
suitable readers. The tone throughout is 
healthy, the characters are nearly all honest 
and right-minded. The main evildoer of 
the book is exposed to the ignominy he 
deserves, and the innocent are not allowed 
in the end to suffer for the guilty. The 
means by which Clement Northcott’s cha- 
racter is at last cleared may seem dubious 
to those whose faith in mesmerism—or 
hypnotism, as it is now called—is infirm. 
Moreover, the reader is tempted to ask 
whether the true believer in these phe- 
nomena could accept Walter Litton’s suc- 
cessful reproduction of Mr. Northcott’s 
signature when thrown into the hypnotized 
state. It could hardly in itself be sufficient to 
condemn him, since he must evidently have 





achieved the forgery at the command of the 
medium, whether or not it would have been 
possible for him to carry it out under normal 
conditions. However, since neither he nor 
any of the spectators suggested this dilemma, 
it is evidently a superfluous speculation on 
the part of the reader. 

‘Concerning Oliver Knox’ was, if we 
rightly remember, a grim little volume un- 
relieved by a smile of human kindness. ‘A 
Conspiracy of Silence’ is uncomfortable, and 
the motive is sufficiently dre. lful to please 
any one in search of the horrible; but still 
it is not so ‘‘ darkly drear”’ as the other by 
a long way. The author has scored a point or 
two by thus relieving the darkness ; the story 
is more artistic as well as less disagreeable. 
There is a good deal of insight into charac- 
ter, and ease in presenting it. The heroine 
is pleasant to contemplate. She is the at- 
tractive type of girl, with a good deal of 
character yet soft, and without a dash of 
the ‘“‘mystery” and subtlety which have 
lately overshadowed our heroines and begun 
to bore those who follow their fortunes. 
The author has probably done well to 
throw the interest on a quartet of persons 
only, the heroine, her mother, husband, and 
cousin. All are more or less cleverly drawn, 
except, perhaps, the cousin, who is very 
high-minded, but dreadfully low-spirited. 
The husband’s latent madness is well kept 
in hand, being at first merely suggested, as 
well as the peculiar terror he inspires in his 
unfortunate wife, who has been duped into 
marrying him by the silence of those con- 
cerned. When at last he breaks out, after 
a long and painful struggle, the scene is 
vivid, though there is little description. 
Then after his death, when she is drawn 
back in fear and trembling to gaze on what 
she dreads to look upon, comes an anti- 
climax and a feeling of relief in the note 
of tenderness that is struck. 

Nihilism to a Russian is not the mere 
picturesque and phenomenal fact which it 
appears to be to many a foreign writer of 
romance—a fine field for the development 
of sensational plots, an effective background 
for some commonplace love story, or a 
magazine of incidents to lighten a dull 
book. One expects a Nihilist romance by 
Stepniak to be full of the actualities of 
the situation, to display the genuine and 
intimate sentiments of revolutionary society 
in Russia, and to correct not a few of the 
impressions formerly gathered from novel- 
ists who only know that society by hearsay 
and at second hand. The reader will not 
be disappointed in this expectation. ‘The 
Career of a Nihilist’ tells the reader just 
what is most interesting and valuable 
about the Russian middle classes at home, 
or at any rate about such of them as 
are in more or less open revolt against 
police barbarities. For, after all, nine- 
tenths of Nihilism seem to be generated 
and made formidable by the brutalities of 
the police in arresting and maltreating their 
prisoners. Every arrest, every report of 
cruelty by irresponsible gaolers, brings- 
a crowd of recruits to the conspirators. 
Indignation and generosity are manifest 
throughout the pages of Stepniak’s narra» 
tive; but of broad and constructive revolution 
there is barely a trace. Not one of these 
men hasa constitution in his pocket—all exe 
limited to the thirst for revenge. Stepnialb 
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has manifestly a high appreciation of the 
qualities of the women who take part in 
the Nihilistic movement, and he bas drawn 
some very attractive and companionable 
creatures, who not only take part in the 
propaganda and the self-devotion, but also 
play no unimportant part in leading and 
stimulating the men. No one can read 
this story of Russian middle-class life 
without deep interest, and without gainirg 
a serviceable insight into the facts of the 
situation. 

‘Gobi or Shamo’ owes its existence to the 
influence on fiction of Mr. Rider Haggard 
and his following; and at this source has 
Prof. Murray drunk his inspiration. The 
result, as might be expected, is that ‘ Gobi 
cor Shamo’ is not altogether original in 
quality, though it has a vague cleverness 
and spirit of its own. A good deal of rather 
barren learning is displayed; there is a 
sound as of clashing of tongues, and some 
flippant trifling, but not much satisfaction— 
to the reader at any rate, who is tempted to 
ask what it is all about, and why it was 
written. Early in the proceedings the dis- 
covery of an o!d parchment is, of course, 
made, which sets certain infatuated people 
on the track of a hypothetical Greek colony 
situated somewhere or other in the mystic 
haunts of Central Asia. A trio of Oxford 
men foregather in this strange, far-away 
retreat, and are as strangely familiar as 
might be expected, seeing it is now the 
fashion in fiction to drop athletic English- 
men about in outlandish places to make 
their effect in speech and manner. The ad- 
ventures of Mavrones, Wibbling, and the 
colossal Baj (pronounced Badge) are the 
best part of the thing, but nothing leaves 
a very distinct impression on the mind. And 
what, one asks, has the lady Clearista to do 
in it all, and wherefore is the thread of in- 
terest so broken up and uncertain? 

‘The Romance of Dollard’ is more than 
a romance in name. It is a bit of the real 
thing at last, and proves that Mrs. Cather- 
wood is amongst the few who know how to 
animate the past and to recreate bygone 
deeds of heroism—is, in fact, one of the 
chosen few in whom the light of true romance 
is still burning. The tragic figure of Dol- 
lard, leading the handful of brave men 
who hurled themselves against the hordes 
of Iroquois, is historically familiar, but we 
find the episode now for the first time 
‘‘done into” fiction. This is matter for 
wonder, but not for regret, for though it 
is an event, as one may say, to the mauner 
born, it has but waited for the touch of 
the true magician. Of the many romances 
embedded in history none is, perhaps, more 
inspiring than Dollard’s. It has all the 
elements of real romance, and Mrs. Cather- 
wood’s treatment of the historical side, and 
her introduction of fresh material of her 
own, make it quite an artistic and striking 
bit of work. 








BIBLIOGRAPHY. 


THE art of catalozgu‘ng libraries is, of course, 
a good deal older than the British Museum rules 
drafted in 1839; and we should have thought 
its earlier history to be of some interest to the 
‘book-lover.” Mr. H. B, Wheatley, however, 
in his How to Catalogue a Library (Steck), is 
content to begin with the famous 91 rules, tirst 
published in the ‘‘ A” volume of the Museum 








folio catalogue of 1841, which was not destined 
to be followed by a volume ‘‘B.” Besides these 
rules, those to which Mr. Wheatley chiefly refers 
are the recension made of them in 1853 by 
Prof. C. C. Jewett, of the Smithsonian Institution; 
the rules of the Cambridge University Library, 
as settled by the late Henry Bradshaw in 1879 ; 
the well-known ‘ Rules for a Printed Dictionary 
Catalogue’ of Mr. C. A. Cutter, the distinguished 
librarian of the Boston Athenzeum, issued with 
the Special Report on Public Libraries in the 
United States in 1876; the Library Association 
rules; and the rules for the Author-Cata- 
logue of the Bodleian Library, based by 
Mr. Nicholson upon the Library Association 
rules. By the help of copious extracts from 
these various codes, and by a lavish amount 
of quotation from articles printed elsewhere, 
together with a good deal of gossiping discus- 
sion, Mr. Wheatley fills 234 pages, and then 
devotes twelve to the proposed ‘ Rules for a 
Small Library,” which are not drawn with 
the neatness or precision we should have ex- 
pected. The book is hardly practical enough 
for the learner, and omits much that would in- 
terest the expert. There is no reference to the 
cataloguing instructions issued by the French 
Government to the libraries under its control ; 
and no notice is taken of the highly elaborate 
code of rules for the Breslau Royal Library, 
published in 1886 by Prof. Dziatzko, now Chief 
Librarian at Gottingen. The book is not so 
accurately printed as a book on such a subject 
should be : Dr. Baberis printed “‘ Biber,” p. 145, and 
both forms appear in the index ; George Eliot is 
spoken of as Mrs. Crosse, p. 148 ; quite a nest of 
errors appears on pp. 220-1; and on p. 100 is 
a bad misprint, 'Hpddoros, followed by a most 
absurd statement that “we should have the 
author known to us all as Herodotus under the 
letter E, if we adopted the original form”! In 
speaking of the difficulty of dealing with the 
transactions of academies, Mr. Wheatley asks 
in a foot-note : “ Was it not Christopher North’s 
Shepherd who said ‘Open a school and call it 
an academy’?” Mr. Wheatley surely has 
forgotten Sir Walter Scott’s story of Lord 
Auchinleck’s sneer at Dr. Johnson: ‘A 
dominie, mon, an auld dominie! He keeped a 
schule and cau’d it an acaadamy !” 

A PRINTED catalogue of books in the Guild- 
hall Library, complete down to the month of 
June in the present year, has recently been 
issued by the Library Committee of the Cor- 
poration. The compilers of the work, to whom 
much credit is due for what they have accom- 
plished, have had to contend with more than 
ordinary difficulties, owing, in the first place, to 
the lamented decease of Mr. W. H. Overall, 
the late librarian, in the midst of his labours, 
and in the next to a disastrous fire which broke 
out at the premises of Messrs. Blades, East & 
Blades, the printers of the catalogue. 

Catalogue of the Sanskrit MSS. in the India 
Office.— Part 11 a. Scientific and Technical Litera- 
ture. By J. Eggeling. (Triibner.)—The useful 
work of cataloguing this great collection proceeds 
apace. The present portion contains in its first 
section the grammatical literature, which is, of 
course, ably treated by the editor of the ‘Gana- 
ratua-mahodadhi.’ Two at least of the gram- 
matical schools represented, the Jaumara and 
the Saupadma, are little known in Europe, 
although the leading work of Jumara’s school, 
the ‘Sankshiptasara,’ has been recently printed 
at Calcutta. In the third section (‘‘ Prosody ”) 
the copious material for the study of Prakrit 
metrics suggests an opportunity for the com- 
position of a convenient manual of this subject. 
In the fourth and last section (‘‘ Music”) a 
similar reflection occurs with even greater force, 
especially as portions, at least, of several leading 
texts have recently been printed in India. 
Possibly these printed texts were not in the 
hands of the compiler of the catalogue. Re- 


ferring to a small point of modern Indian nomen- 
clature, we venture to think that the title 





‘*S’arman” (Brahman) is hardly worth affixing 
to modern Hindu names, especially when suf- 
fixed as if the last member of a compound name, 
See p. 219a, 1. 10, and p. 238, 1. 1, compared 
with ‘‘ Additions and Corrections.” It is to be 
hoped the rest of this valuable catalogue will 
appear equally promptly, especially the im- 
portant sections relating to philosophy and to 
Kavya (belles- lettres). 

THose persons to whom writing is merely 
gentle exercise, and reading not much harder 
than breathing, while the various operations of 
the bibliographer are to them as turns on the 
crank or the treadmill, can only regard with 
respectful astonishment the thoroughness and 
precision of M. Georges Bengesco’s work of this 
arid kind in his Bibliographie de Voltaire, the 
third volume of which has just appeared (Paris, 
Perrin). When we say that it is a volume of 
six hundred pages, and that it is occupied with 
only one division of the patriarch’s work, the 
profane may wonder; but when we add that 
this division is the letters, the initiated will 
almost shudder. There never was such a lite- 
rary labour of Sisyphus as the attempt to get 
to the end of the correspondence of Voltaire. 
It is enormous in the standard editions, and 
fresh instalments are continually turning up. 
The mere fact that the chronological index by 
itself occupies two hundred pages in closely 
printed double columns will give some idea cf 
the magnitude of M. Bengesco’s task. But he 
has done it at once manfully and lightly, lavish- 
ing information, and yet never forgetting to 
make himself readable by dint of apposite 
excerpts and annotations. The principal purpose 
of such a book must, of course, always be refer- 
ence ; yet we know many which we would less 
willingly take up for some minutes’ or even 
some hours’ continous reading. The Roumanian 
savant may certainly pride himself on having 
begun and carried far one of the most arduous 
of literary undertakings with singular ease and 
grace as well as with remarkable industry. 

The Library of Mary, Queen of Scots. By Julian 
Sharman. (Stock.)—Mary, Queen of Scots, left 
behind her in Scotland a royal library of some 
260 volumes, part of which was brought over by 
her from France and part acquired in Scotland. 
Some time before 1569 the collection was divided 
into two portions, the greater part being stored 
in Edinburgh Castle and the remainder in Holy- 
rood. Catalogues of both portions have been 
preserved. The catalogue of the Castle collection 
was edited with bibliographical notes by Mr. 
Thomas Thomson for the Maitland Club in 1834 ; 
and the list of Holyrood books, together with 
other inventories, was printed for the Bannatyne 
Club in 1863, with an excellent preface by Dr. 
Joseph Robertson. It was a good idea of Mr. 
Sharman to re-edit the two lists together in a 
more portable form with additional annotations. 
All such old catalogues have a value for biblio- 
graphers; and a certain interest—though an 
interest which fancy may much exaggerate — 
attaches to any literary possession of the Queen 
of Scots. The lists unfortunately do not tel} 
what books she purchased or what she read. 
Did she read her ‘ Decameron of Bocas’ or the 
‘Erreurs Amoureuses’ of De Tyard? Theology 
was as well represented on her shelves as poetry, 
romance, or the ancient classics. There is no 
copy of the Vulgate in the lists, but the Regent 
Murray seized and “ brint vi mess buikis,” The 
‘Cathesisme in Englis’ may have been a pre- 
sentation copy of Archbishop Hamilton’s famous 
catechism, but if so the cataloguer should have 
described it as ‘‘ in Scottis.” Strange to say, the 
queen had no scruple in retaining on her shelves 
certain works of Luther and Osiander, an here- 
tical publication of Hermann, Archbishop of 
Cologne, and probably, though Mr. Sharman 
loyally doubts the identification, a copy of Cal- 
vin’s ‘Institutes.’ Mr. Sharman’s work might 
have been better done. It is difficult to find 
any given entry in his volume. There is no 
continuous list of the books, no table of con- 
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tents, no index. His information is not always 
accurate. He speaks as if there was no vestige 
of any royal library in Scotland before this of 
Mary, whereas the Lord Treasurer’s accounts 
give proof enough that James IV., a noted lover 
of the printing press, spent largely on both 
books and binding. Mr. Sharman mentions 
four or five extant volumes known to have been 
in Mary’s hands, and doubts if the list can be 
extended; but he omits what is certainly as well 
authenticated and as interesting as any, Simon 
Vostre’s French Book of Hours, lately in pos- 
session of the Earl of Crawford—a volume which 
previvusly belonged to Catherine de’ Medici and 
her son Francis II, and was presented by Mary 
to the Cardinal of Lorraine, her uncle, as his auto- 
graph attests. Mr. Sharman is wrong in suppos- 
ing there has never been an English translation 
of Ludolph of Saxony’s ‘ Vita Christi’; and he 
should not have allowed the name of the cele- 
brated Polish cardinal, the author of the ‘ Con- 
fessio Catholicze Fidei,’ to be four times printed 
“ Nosius.”

Pepin, the hero of Mrs. Macquoid’s touching 
little tale, is a dancing bear, not the tortured 
slave of a show, but a gentle beast, beloved by 
his master and by all kindly folk. The story of 
his life is not a long one—we would it were longer, 
for Mrs. Macquoid is a born story-teller. 

‘Stories Jolly, Stories New, Stories Strange, 
and Stories True,’ is a volume so varied in its 
contents as to please many tastes. Miss Yonge, 
Mrs. Molesworth, Mrs. Macquoid, Miss Alice 
Corkran, Mr. Henty, and Mr. Manville Fenn 
are among the contributors, and it is scarcely 
necessary to say that the book will be welcomed 
by the young folk. 

‘Cousin Geoffrey and I’ seems to be meant 
for older children. It is the autobiography of a 
somewhat sentimental and self-conscious maiden, 
who is dispossessed of land and lucre by a cousin 
who plays the part of the wicked uncle so well 
known to all readers of fiction. Mabel goes 





through much peril and toil, but after a while 
she discovers the old desk containing the proof 
of the villainy of the wicked cousin, and all ends 
well. Cousin Geoffrey, who finally marries 
Mabel, is not the villain, but the son of the 
villain. We have a circus, a fire, and a haunted 
moor, and many other amenities. ‘Cousin 
Geoffrey and I’ is to girls what the sensation 
novel is to grown-up people. Should it be 
encouraged ?—It is most refreshing to turn to 
Mr. Henty’s good rattling ‘Tales of Daring and 
Danger.’ Mr. Henty’s heroes range all over 
the globe, from the English Channel to China, 
from India to the Far West of America; they 
are brave and upright, quick and keen, and their 
doings make capital reading for boys. 

‘Sir Ludar’ is a fine tale of love, war, and 
adventure in the days of the great Queen Bess. 
He who writes is Humphrey Dexter, a London 
*prentice, and by a strange chance he becomes the 
friend and faithful follower of Sir Ludar, son of 
the great chief Sorley Boy M‘Donnell, who 
suffered on the terrible day of Raghlin. We 
wander in Ireland and see her piteous plight, we 
mingle in the din and uproar of the Spanish 
Armada, we share in the wild exultant loyalty 
of the English, we see knight and lady, scholar 
and peasant—all the life of that old time is shown 
to us in Mr. Reed’s vivid and vigorous work. 

It is marvellous that Jules Verne can still find 
new matter for his untiring pen. The heroes of 
‘ Adrift in the Pacific’ are a pack of schoolboys 
whose ill luck it is to be cast away without any 
older heads to guide or hands to protect them. 
The lads go through marvellous perils of fire 
and water, sword and treachery, but M. Jules 
Verne, with his accustomed skill, leads them 
safe home in the end.—‘The Maid of the 
‘Golden Age”’ and ‘Jack Trevor, R.N.,’ 
are both tales of the sea. In both books 
the hero plays pranks ashore, is sent into 
the Royal Navy, and undergoes the usual sea 
perils. But ‘The Maid of the ‘‘Golden Age”’ 
is commonplace and sadly lacking in interest, 
while ‘Jack Trevor, R.N.,’ is spirited and 
sprightly, and carries our interest to the end. 

In ‘Exiles of Fortune’ we have another 
thrilling tale of sea adventure, from the able pen 
of Dr. Gordon Stables. The exiles’ bold plan is 
to ‘‘ go in for a little fur-hunting and a little 
exploring at one and the same time; run up 
through the Aleutian Islands, visit Kamschatka, 
sail up some of the great Alaska rivers and back 
again,’—and one may imagine what wonders 
they behold and what perils they endure in that 
far North land. 

Why should ‘ The End Crowns All’ call itself 
a life story? We cannot say that we think 
the book is up to Mrs. Marshall’s usual 
high standard. The theme is well worn. A 
beautiful and gifted heroine, burdened with a 
helpless mother and a shiftless brother, is 
tempted by a vulgar millionaire to marry him 
and so escape her burdens. We need scarcely say 
that she refuses the bait and struggles on. An- 
other lover comes to her, young, handsome, and 
charming; him also she refuses ; and then comes 
a fearful moment when Stéphanie and her two 
adorers are precipitated into a river. The 
millionaire never recovers. His last act is to 
leave all his wealth to Stéphanie, who founds 
therewith a great and flourishing colony in the 
Far West. That is all. 

A very favourite theme for a story is that of 
the children whose parents are dead or in 
India, and who are delivered over into the care 
of aged uncles and aunts who have, apparently, 
never seen children before. ‘A Modern Red 
Riding Hood’ is one of the best of this class. 
There is much power and pathos in the picture 
of the lonely old ladies in the lonely square, 
and infinite tenderness in the picture of the 
little children. 

‘Quite Unexpected’ and its sequel ‘ A Flock 
of Four’ are on the same theme, and are almost 
as attractive. Uncle James’s punishments are 
some of the funniest inventions possible.— 





‘Right Side Up’ is a rather commonplace 
chronicle of child life. The only noteworthy 
feature in the book is the extraordinary number 
of mischances which happen to the luckless 
little boys, girls, and dolls. — ‘ Severn-Side,’ 
which announces itself as belonging to the 
“Young Ladies’ Library,” is the story of a 
friendship between two lovely ladies, one 
cursed by a wicked husband, and the other 
tormented by a faithless lover. There is not 
much in the treatment to improve the subject, 
and we leave our readers to decide whether the 
subject itself is one which should properly be 
assigned to the “Young Ladies’ Library.”— 
‘Polly, by L. T. Meade, is a much more de- 
sirable and attractive book. There is always 
a healthy and inspiring tone in the works of this 
writer. Polly is one of a motherless family, 
who, like the children in ‘ Right Side Up,’ fall 
into every possible misadventure. From these 
uncertain perils comes the only fault we have to 
find with the book. We quake throughout, in 
an agony of terror, to know what frightful 
danger will next befall the luckless wights. And 
the worst of it is that we leave them struggling. 
But Polly and her sisters and their historian all 
have a sense of humour which carries one along 
wonderfully.—The writer of the fairy tale en- 
titled ‘The Two Brothers’ declares in the pre- 
face that she knows her book is interesting to 
boys. We shall be considerably surprised if she 
proves to be right. 

‘Personally Conducted’ is disappointing. It 
is an attempt to describe Europe for American: 
readers, not by any means ill executed, but one’ 
hardly expects hackwork of this sort from the 
author of ‘ Rudder Grange.’ 

The late Dr. Goulding’s two volumes are 
known in this country as well as in the United 
States, and it is not needful to do more than 
mention the new edition, obviously of Trans- 
atlantic manufacture. Uncle Remus, in his 
brief preface, says Dr. Goulding invented the 
— sewing-machine ever used in the Southern

Cuartotre Corpay, wrote Carlyle, “ emerged 
from her secluded stillness, suddenly like a 
Star; cruel-lovely with a half-angelic, half- 
dxemoniac splendour; to gleam for a moment, 
and in a moment to be extinguished ; to be 
held in memory, so bright and complete was 
she, through long centuries.” And that is really 
all that need be said about her. However, Mrs. 
R. K. Van Alstine’s Charlotte Corday (Allen & 
Co.), in spite of the meagreness of its materials, 
is on the whole a meritorious little book. It 
is also somewhat uncritical, giving no very 
definite idea of Marat, though Mrs. Van Alstine 
thinks that he has been the victim of ‘‘ blind 
abuse,” and being rather vaguely eulogistic of the 
Girondins, of whom we are told that Madame 
Roland “stands foremost among the heroines 
of the world.” As to Charlotte Corday herself, 
her letters hardly merit the praise that the 
author bestows upon them. There is, it is true, 
a fine ring about the sentence written after the 
death of Louis XVI, “‘ Those men who were to 
have given us liberty have murdered it; they 
are but hangmen”; otherwise her correspondence 
with her friends and the letters to Barbaroux 
after the deed had been done are somewhat 
commonplace. In short, Charlotte Corday was 
not a person of high intellect, but she learned 
much from solitude, and, when once a fixed idea 
took possession of her mind, developed into a 
fanatic with such high singleness of purpose 
that it is impossible to withhold from her the 
title of heroine. It is characteristic of the 
times that she should have looked upon death 
as the enjoyment of “ peace in the Elysian fields 
with Brutus and the ancients”; and there is 
true patriotism if little political sagacity in the 
concluding words of her proclamation to the 
French people : ‘‘ Frenchmen, should I ~~ 
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my enterprise, I have at least pointed the way ; 
you know your enemies—arise, march, and 
strike !” 

Tue Koreans have never had a good reputation 
for honesty ; but we had no idea that they were 
in the habit of purloining the literature of their 
neighbours without theslightest acknowledgment 
until we read Dr. H. N. Allen’s Korean Tales, 
being a Collection of Stories translated from the 
Korean Folk-lore (Putnam). Some of the 
stories are in their origin Chinese, with the 
scenes only transferred from China to Korea, 
and others are, to say the least, framed on 
Chinese models. This is not surprising, as almost 
the whole of the literature, like the civilization, 
of Korea is borrowed from China. Of all coun- 
tries outside the Chinese frontier Korea was the 
first to adopt the arts and sciences which pre- 
vailed among her near neighbours; and it was 
largely by the influence of political refugees who 
from time to time sought shelter in Korea from 
the wrath of Chinese officialdom that she was 
able to make good use of the knowledge which 
she thus acquired. The art of printing, for 
instance, reached Japan in about the eighth 
century through Korea, and it is reasonable to 
suppose, therefore, that it was known in that 
country for some time previously. That the 
stories told by Dr. Allen should have found 
their way into Korea is only what we might 
have expected, and if they had borne an acknow- 
ledgment of whence they came they would have 
followed the example of the majority of Korean 
books in other branches of literature. But not- 
withstanding this blot on their pretensions, they 
are, as told by Dr. Allen, both readable and 
amusing. There are not enough of them to 
make the sameness which runs through most 
Chinese stories wearisome, and the scenes they 
represent are so strange and Oriental that they 
arrest the attention at the same time that they 
please the fancy. Much of their charm is doubt- 
less due to Dr. Allen’s style of writing, which is 
unaffected and clear. But he evidently knows 
more about the folk-lore of the country than 
about the history of its written character. The 
cover of his book is ornamented with four out 
of the eight diagrams which it is asserted were 
invented by Fuh-hi, who is traditionally believed 
to have reigned in China from B.c. 2852 to 
2737. But Dr. Allen tells us that ‘‘the cha- 
racters represent the four points of the compass, 
and belong to the original eight characters given 
by the first king [of Korea], and from which ‘all 
language’ sprung.” The objections to this asser- 
tion are that the figures are not characters, but 
diagrams wholly unconnected with writing, and 
that to assert that language springs from written 
characters is as reasonable as to say that land- 
scapes spring from artists’ sketches. 


THe dainty volume by Pandita Ramabai 
Sarasvati, which Messrs. Bell publish under the 
title of The High-Caste Hindu Woman, has both 
a literary and a philanthropic interest. There 
are, of course, so few women in India who can 
be called educated (and still fewer women- 
pandits), that it cannot but be of interest, even 
to Indianists among our readers, to have another 
description of the grievous social wrongs to 
which our female fellow subjects in India are 
daily exposed. The book scarcely calls for de- 
tailed literary criticism. Perhaps the writings 
of earlier authors, especially the Manava code, 
with respect to women are unnecessarily bitter. 
There have been misogynists in all ages; nor 
must it be forgotten (as, indeed, is admitted) 
that Sanskrit literature is essentially for men. 
The point of view of an ancient sage warning his 
disciple against women’s wiles —and even the 
highest mental culture in a woman does not, as 
the Panditaé must surely own, remove moral 
frailty—is a somewhat different position from that 
of the educated woman of the nineteenth cen- 
tury pleading for education and social emancipa- 
tion. It would be interesting to have further 
particulars of the curious case of svayamvara 








mentioned at p. 17 as having occurred within 
the author’s personal experience. But the main 
interest of the work is a practical one. All 
friends of India should read the chapter on 
widowhood. It may profitably be compared with 
a similar and not less pathetic narrative noticed 
in these columns some time ago (W. J. Wilkins’s 
‘Hinduism’; see Atheneum, No. 3120). The 
book concludes with a forcible appeal for the 
support of an institution founded by the writer’s 
efforts for the instruction of Indian women. 
Not only those directly interested in zenana and 
general missionary work, but also many who 
have come to regard ordinary religious missions 
as somewhat discredited (especially on economic 
grounds) in their endeavours to promote the 
welfare of the higher classes in India, will do well 
to examine carefully this attempt on the part 
of high-caste women to help themselves. The 
institution has, we understand, already received 
the support of two of the most distinguished 
scholars of Western India, Prof. Ramkrishna 
Bhandarkar and Kasinath Telang. After all, 
the most telling argument for the Pandita’s 
scheme is the story of her own life, spent as it 
has been, in the face of theseverest trials, entirely 
in the cause of her work. This is described in 
the introduction written by Dr. Rachel Bodley, 
an American lady-physician, in terms which, if 
at times somewhat effusive, are at least earnest 
and often graphic. We were also glad to note 
that at the recent Oriental Congress at Chris- 
tiania the Panditaé’s name was selected by Prof. 
Max Miller in his public address to place with 
those of Rammohan Ray, Kesavachandra Sen, 
and Nilakantha Gore as representatives of 
modern Indian progress. The publication of 
this speech—one of the most felicitous of the 
eloquent speaker’s recent utterances—in a form 
generally accessible would not only be interesting 
in itself, but also serve to assist a thoroughly 
good cause. 

Messrs. Loneman publish Fencing, Boxing, 
Wrestling, in the ‘‘ Badminton Library,” ‘ Fenc- 
ing’ being by three authors, of whom the best 
known is Mr. Walter Pollock, and ‘ Boxing’ 
by Mr. E. B. Michell. The volume is beautifully 
illustrated, although some of the illustrations 
are in a trifling degree misleading to the learner, 
as, for example, that of ‘‘ Parry in Septime.” 
The photograph in this case has been taken 
at the wrong instant, ana the result is that 
the parry looks as though it were in the upper 
instead of in the lower line. The difficulty about 
books on fencing is that fencing cannot be taught 
from books, and can only be learnt by years of 
steady work under a good master. The fencing 
treatises that are useful are Tavernier’s ‘ L’Art 
du Duel,’ and the volume ascribed to J. Jacob, 
and really by M. E. André, both of which give 
hints to those who have already learnt. The 
authors of ‘ Fencing’ prefer tierce to sixte, in 
which the masters are against them. If either 
parry were of any use we should agree with the 
English writers ; but neither is safe for assaults, 
and both are good for teaching movements to 
beginners. The book before us does not sufli- 
ciently enforce the doctrine of the separateness 
of the modern assault with small swords, or 
sham duel, in which all touches count—now the 
most fashionable form of fencing — from foil- 
fencing subject to the conventional rule that 
nothing counts except touches on a small 
part of the trunk. The sham duel is as cer- 
tain to gain ground on foil-fencing as is 
sculling to beat rowing, for the duel - sword 
is pleasanter in the hand and better balanced 
than any foil, and the small bell-guard allows 
thick gloves to be discarded. Neither do our 
authors sufficiently urge the pupil to learn 
fencing with both hands, which to us seems 
essential to the full use of fencing as an ex- 
ercise. Like all polished and accomplished foil- 
fencers who are not themselves duel-fencers, 
our authors fail to inform the pupil that if he 
were made to fight a Frenchman trained to duel- 
fencing, his adversary would violate every rule 








given in this and most other works, save only 
Tavernier’s and Jacob’s, and would beat him 
easily. The Paris lawyer’s clerk, who is at 
present the best fencer in the world, if set 
down to fight a duel, would neglect his pretty 
style of parry for the more effective use of 
agility and long arm, would slash and jump 
back, never parry, and touch his adversary’s 
hand, because experience proves that legs to 
get back and to lunge, and “simple attacks,” are 
more useful than all the complicated attacks 
and all the parries in existence. If the pupil 
has not agility and reach, then he must try to 
cover his weakness by strength and suppleness 
of wrist sufficient to protect himself by circular 
parries. If, however, he learns only what in 
the work before us he is told to learn, he will 
be paralyzed by terror if he ever finds himself 
in front of a long-armed Frenchman, who will 
persistently keep out of reach, never join blades, 
and attack by direct lunge of lightning rapidity 
from some position entirely contrary to the 
experience of the pupil and the teaching of the 
books, ‘Fencing, however, is an excellent 
treatise on the foil, of the classical type, written 
by highly competent and scholarly men, and is 
pleasant to read and to keep for reference. Mr. 
Michell’s treatise on boxing is perfect, and the 
chapter on wrestling is of interest. The volume 
is completed by an excellent bibliography by 
Mr. Egerton Castle. 


BesipEs the ‘‘ Badminton Library” volume 
upon fencing and boxing, other works of the 
same description reach us almost at the same 
time. The ‘‘All-England Series,” published by 
Messrs. Bell & Sons, supplies Boxing, by Mr. R. G. 
Allanson-Winn. The author recommends in 
the text and by means of photographs a stiff- 
knee position, making it difficult for men to 
fall back rapidly, and exposing them to “throws.” 
He also causes his man to stand far too “square.” 
There are, indeed, many matters in which 
objection may be taken to our author’s views. 
As regards “single feints,” he declares it to be 
“not very effective to feint at the head and 
come in on the body”; but nothing is more 
useful than a ‘‘long feint” of this description. 
The chapter on “ A Street Fight ” may be useful. 


From the same firm comes Fencing, of the 
same series, by Mr. Colmore Dunn, a volume in 
which the author falls between two stools. No 
English pupil or instructor could learn his 
groundwork from this or any book, and, on the 
other hand, those who can understand its method 
could write one for themselves. Still, this is a 
modest and sensible little volume. The obser- 
vations on “ Assault” assume the use of the 
foil, padded glove, and jacket ; but those who 
have learnt with care will find more amuse- 
ment in assault with duel-swords, ordinary kid 
gloves, and thin jerseys—all touches being 
counted. Such fencing is less conventional and 
more amusing, and is a finer exercise. Those 
who “draw back the hand” or “stab” should 
be refused as adversaries. We think the author's 
remarks on ‘‘ scoring” inaccurate according to 
the best authorities. 


Ir is scarcely necessary to say much about M. 
Daudet’s Jack, an English version of which, by 
Miss Laura Ensor, has been published by Messrs. 
Routledge, adorned with the soft and not in- 
effective lithograph vignettes by Myrbach which 
appeared recently in the French edition of 
similar form. The illustrations, though there 
may be some controversy as to their kind, are 
of that kind good. Miss Ensor’s translation, 
like her considerable previous work of the same 
sort, is never of the lowest, is sometimes quite 
good, and at its worst suggests that if the 
translator had been able to take more time 
about the thing it would have been good 
throughout. As for the novel, the pathos of it 
is undoubted, and if there had never been a 
book called ‘ David Copperfield’ it might have 
qualified the inventor for the place of genius, 
while the studies of ‘‘Les Ratés” are perhaps 
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the best thing that his rather unscrupulous 
habit of sketching actual persons has ever pro- 
duced. 

Betwixt the Forelands, by W. Clark Russell 
(Sampson Low & Co.), is modestly described by 
the author as a ‘longshore chat ‘‘ which may 
serve to kill an hour,” and which ‘‘ certainly 
aims at nothing more.” It is not a story, but 
a haphazard collection of reminiscences, which 
must have been extremely easy to put together, 
and which were perhaps scarcely worth the 
trouble of collecting in avolume. Writing from 
Deal, Mr. Clark Russell keeps himself pretty 
well within the scope of his title ; and the book 
will be found especially attractive to those who 
live upon or frequently visit the eastern 
shoulder of the Kentish coast. The illustrations 
decidedly add to the value of the text. 


Count DE FRANQUEVILLE has published as a 
pamphlet, through M. Alphonse Picard, a paper 
on the Bar of England, read by him at three 
sittings of the French Academy of Moral and 
Political Sciences in June last. It is learned 
and interesting, and might be worth translation. 

Tr is difficult to see the advantages of Mr. 
O'Byrne’s Victories of the British Army in the 
Peninsula and the South of France (Chapman & 
Hall). He often misses the best points in Napier’s 
narrative—for instance, that Massena threw away 
whatever chance he had of carrying the Sierra 
of Busaco when he refused to attack at once as 
Ney wished him todo. Nor is it easy to agree 
with Mr. O’Byrne’s doctrine that “ it is more to 
the point to keep before us our victories rather 
than our defeats.” A nation that does this is 
likely to share the fate of the French in 1870, 
who had for years been keeping before them 
Jena and Liitzen instead of the Katzbach and 
Leipzig. 

Mr. Pratt, of Sudbury, sends us Fulcher’s 
Ladies’ Memorandum Book, which retains all its 
time - honoured features — poetry, pictures, 
enigmas, &c.—and still pleases a public that 
likes old fashions.—The British Almanac and 
Companion, published by the Stationers’ Com- 
pany, is, as it has long been, a highly useful 
work of reference. Gilbert’s Clergyman’s Al- 
manac and Whitaker’s Clergyman’s Diary form 
together a neat little volume, also issued by the 
Stationers.—Messrs. Griffith & Farran send us 
a number of Pettitt’s serviceable Diaries, 
Almanacs, and Pocket-Books. They are all ex- 
cellent. But A Diall of Daies that comes to us 
from the same firm is in poor taste.—Messrs., J. 
Walker & Co. have sent us some handy Pocket- 
Books bound in nice Russia leather, well suited 
for presents. 

Messrs, HiLDESHEIMER & FAULKNER have 
forwarded a number of the pretty booklets they 
have developed out of Christmas cards. The 
verses are supplied by Mr. G. R. Sims and other 
writers ; the illustrations are, it is stated, “de- 
signed in England and printed in Germany.” It 
may be insular prejudice, but the designs, some of 
which are excellent, seem to us usually superior 
to the printing. ‘Happy Childhood’ is the 
least successful of the designs. —Messrs. Raphael 
Tuck & Sons send us a number of Christmas 
cards, also of English design and German manu- 
facture. The designs are very various, and many 
of them really graceful. The printing, too, is 
usually good, but not better than English work.

Tue thanks of collectors of the works of 
Charles Dickens are due to Mr. C. P. Johnson 
for drawing attention to a newly discovered 


Dickens’s name as author on the wrapper. Mr. 
Spencer, the bookseller, brought this pamphlet 
to my notice also, and I at once traced it to its 
first appearance as an article in Household Words, 
After a close perusal of it I am disposed to differ 
from Mr. Johnson's opinion that its real author- 
ship may be ascribed to Mr. W. H. Wills, who 
wrote ‘ A Curious Dance round a Curious Tree,’ 
an article separately published, under Dickens’s 
name, for charitable purposes in connexion with 
St. Luke’s Hospital. Apart from the suggestive 
fact that the first-named piece was not included 
by Wills in his collection of ‘Old Leaves’ 
(1860), which, I believe, purports to represent all 
his contributions to Household Words, there are 
divergences in style between the two articles 
sufficient, I think, to justify considerable doubts 
as to ‘Drooping Buds’ being from the pen of 
this writer. 

It is nearly certain, however, that the little 
trouvaille in question was not written by Charles 
Dickens. Pathetic passages it has, no doubt, 
but the pathos is not that of our great novelist, 
nor are its paragraphs anywhere relieved by 
those touches of peculiarly “ Dickensian” 
humour which “the master” interweaves with 
the most sombre of his episodes. 

Mr. Johnson is a little unfortunate in his 
inference that the article bears internal evidence 
of having been produced about 1858. As a 
matter of fact, it appeared in the number of 
Household Words for April 3rd, 1852.

JOHN DAVIS. 
University College, Cardiff, November, 1889. 

In Mr. Clements R. Markham’s interesting 
biography of John Davis there are one or two 
points to which it may be desirable to call atten- 
tion. 

1. John Davis’s birthplace. The Sandridge 
theory, adepted by Mr. Markham, rests, so far 
as I am aware, only on inferences drawn by 
Devonshire county historians from insufiicient 
data. He owned the small freehold of Sandridge, 
but thereis, [think nothing toshow that that free- 
hold came to him by inheritance. The parochial 


registers contain no evidence of his birth, though 
they do of his marriage. Meanwhile, the Welsh 
have always claimed Davis as one of themselves. 
It is interesting to note that Mr. G. T. Clark,

learned personages of this kingdom for their 
instructions ; have bought up whatever I could 
find in print or manuscript, or what Plot (map) 
or paper soever conducing to this business that 
possibly I could procure.”

“T was sought to by divers that had been in places 
of chiefest command in this action formerly, and 
others that had used the northerly icie seas, but I 


' utterly refused them all, and would by no means 


have any with me that had been in the like voyage 
for some private reasons unnecessary here to be 
related ; keeping thus the power in my own 
hands I had all the men toacknowledge immediate 
dependence upon myself alone both for direction 
and disposing of all as well of the navigation as all 
other things whatsoever.”

But, says Mr. Markham, James handled his 


| ship badly. This is scarcely in accordance with 
| contemporary evidence—always saving that of 


North-West Fox. James undertook the voyage 
at the urgent request and expense of the ship- 
owners of Bristol, the second seaport of the 
kingdom in those days. Of what competence in 
a seaman consisted the Bristol shipowners were 
good judges. At the close of the voyage the 
captain was honoured with the command of one 
of the king’s ships. In later years he seems to 
have resided at Portsmouth as an admiral. The 
voyage of 1631-2 was not his first in search of 
the North-West Passage.

NOTES FROM PARIS. 

THE season, I may say the life, at Paris, has 
recommenced. The Exhibition is at an end, and 
the exotic existence, as I may style it, Parisians 
have led since the month of May has come +o a 
close. Everybody has gone home alittle wearied, 
and feeling as if he had returned from a long 
journey. It seems as if it had all been adream. 





Down at the Champ de Mars everything has 
disappeared, or next to everything. The pic- 
turesque pavilions are being pulled down ; the 
goods are being carted away. The Exhibition 
is now simply an exhibition of boxes. In the 
galleries, at present deserted, and only a month 
ago crowded by a curious throng, there is no- 
thing to be seen but canvas, packing-cases, and 
workmen. The half-covered statues seem shiver- 
ing in a melancholy fashion. The living have 
made way for these dead goddesses, while on 
the boulevards one meets long files of white 
phantoms — the marble figures on their way 
back to the studios and museums. The 
theatres, which for six months subsisted on 
revivals, are hurrying out their novelties with 
more or less success. The books which the 
publishers have been keeping back are appear- 
ing in the windows of the booksellers, and, to 
sum up, Paris, which to a stranger would per- 
haps appear less animated, seems to Parisians 
much more agreeable. We had been to some 
extent thrust aside to make room for our guests. 
Now we breathe again, and we have already 
forgotten the toreros, the Japanese dancers, the 
almées of Cairo, and all the Oriental pageantry, 
which has disappeared of a sudden, as if at the 
whistle of the stage manager. 

A curious thing is that the Chambers have 
met and Paris does not trouble itself about 
politics. It is quite tranquil and seemingly in- 
different. It does not know what will happen 
to-morrow, but it leaves the new deputies to 
manage the affairs of the country. For a year 
and more there has been over much political 
talk. Now it would be bad form to indulge in it ; 
people would be bored. 

If General Boulanger be a philosopher, he 
ought, in his quasi-solitude in Jersey, to have 
plenty of cause for meditation upon the irony of 
fate. But is he a philosopher? and is he given 
to meditation? He was close to the Capitol ; 
he has all but tumbled over the famous rock at 
the side. The same hawkers who used a year 
ago to be crying in the streets the ‘ Enterrement 
de Jules Ferry’ are to-day selling, and perhaps 
to the same customers, the ‘Suicide of General 
Boulanger,’ and the buyers who laughed at 
Jules Ferry are laughing at these pleasantries 
in dubious taste—these canards in which it is re- 
lated that the General, in his despair, has lodged 
a ball in his right temple. And what must be 
his reflections, if he be a philosopher, when he 
learns that at the Marché aux Fleurs white pinks 
fetch one franc a dozen, and that red carna- 
tions, the chosen flowers of the Pretender, sell 
for six sous—only six sous? “Since the 
election,” a flower-girl remarked to me, “ no- 
body buys red carnations.” Evidently it is 
so. Formerly the red carnation was the re- 
presentative of all the ambitions and all the 
hopes. Nowadays it is the badge of the van- 
quished. ‘In France,” it has been wittily said, 
“the unsuccessful never succeeds.” In France 
and elsewhere too. Mankind, on the whole, is: 
much the same in all countries. 

There is a great deal more talk about the suc- 
cessor of M. Emile Augier in the Académie 
Francaise than about the General, who, it is 
considered, ought to have abandoned the hope 
of succeeding M. Carnot. The academic elections 
create a really considerable amount of excite- 
ment. Formerly it was only the literary salons 
which took an interest in the contest. In these 
days, thanks to the habits of thought and the 
curiosity£created by journalism, the whole public 
is intent on discussing the claims of those who 
aspire to the temporary immortality of a seat 
in the Academy. 

mile Augier, the masterly dramatist, the un- 
sullied glory of contemporary France, had not yet 
been laid in his grave when behind his coffin 
people were already discussing his possible suc- 
cessors, Before the cemetery at the Celle Saint 
Cloud was reached, where rests the author of 
‘Le Gendre de M. Poirier,’ people were declaring 
that M. Francisque Sarcey would volunteer to- 
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pronounce the eulogium on the illustrious dead. 
M. Sarcey, egged on by some of his old com- 
panions at the Ecole Normale, like M. Gréard 
and M. Gaston Boissier, was for a moment in- 
clined to put himself forward. He would pro- 
bably have obtained a majority of votes. The 
party of the Dukes, which supports the claims 
of M. Thureau- Dangin, would have opposed 
him, but the dramatists in the Academy, the 
novelists and the professors, would, it is pretty 
certain, have given their votes to the critic of 
the Temps, who is highly popular among the 
French )ourgeoisie for his good sense and his 
loyal bonhomie. M. Sarcey hesitated, however, 
and finally, in an article which is, by the way, one 
of his best, declared he would not be a candi- 
date. He wishes, he says, to have inscribed on 
h‘s tomb the simple words ‘‘ Francisque Sarcey, 
professeur et journaliste.” He is right. Jour- 
nalism is the great force of our day—a terrible 
force when ill directed. ‘‘ Journalism leads to 
everything,” it used to be said; it might be 
added ‘‘it leads everything.” There is no ab- 
dication in declaring that one is purely and 
simply a journalist. If he had become an 
Academician M. Sarcey would have been not 
a whit the less a journalist, and I am assured 
he now feels some slight regret at the resolution 
he arrived at. 

On the other hand, M. Emile Zola has an- 
nounced that he intends to be a candidate, and 
a candidate he will be. He will stand as the 
chief of aschool which marches to battle inspired 
by his teaching. His doctrines will not terrify 
the Academy, which is not the timid old lady 
that those call her who rail at her before trying 
to seduce her. There are some men of large 
and liberal minds in the Academy, and that 
eminent and enlightened prelate Mgr. Perraud, 
the Bishop of Autun,’ finds it possible to sit 
by the side of M. Renan. Indeed, the other 
day the bishop was heard speaking with respect 
at the public meeting of Emile Augier, who 
wrote the ‘Fils de Giboyer,’ a veritable grand- 
son of Voltaire. But if doctrines do not frighten 
any one, words shock many people, and M. Zola, 
every one knows, uses certain words with a 
boldness more than gaulois. ‘‘I am anxious,” 
remarked an Academician the other day, “that 
the Academy should be something more than a 
salon; yet I do not wish it to become a halle.” 
And yet M. Zola is indubitably a master, a 
powerful writer, a novelist without a rival. He 
has admirers in the Academy, and some very 
warm friends. He will be a candidate once, 
twice, ten times, considering that it is not he, 
but his flag—the flag of naturalism—that ad- 
vances to the fight. 

There are plenty of other candidates. M. 
Henri Houssaye, who is still a young man, has 
come forward, relying on his excellent ‘ Histoire 
d’Alcibiade,’ and his fine work on 1815. M. André 
Theuriet will probably dispatch from Nice, 
where he is staying just now, his letter of candi- 
dature, and it is impossible to overlook his 
honest tales of rural life. ‘‘The tone of M. 
Theuriet pleases me,” a clever lady said to me ; 
“it is wholesome, it smells of the pine.” In 
fact, the author of ‘Sous Bois’ is no ordinary 
person ; he will have supporters. M. Ferdinand 
Fabre will present his series of clerical romances 
—I should say his studies of the manners of the 
French clergy, of the humble parsons of the 
country districts. It is a long while since 
Sainte Beuve declared the author of ‘ Cour- 
bizon’ to be one of the promising pupils of 
Balzac. Since Sainte Beuve died the author of 
‘L’Abbé Tigrane’ has become in his turn a 
master. 


But there are yet other competitors springing | 
up; some talk of Cardinal Lavigerie, others men- | 
tion M. Gounod. Of course they are put forward | 


upon the ground not of their literary merits, but 
their general reputation. The authors, and more 
particularly the professors, who belong to the 
Academy would prefer either M. Brunetitre, 
the distinguished critic of the Revue des Deux 


Mondes, or M. J. J. Weiss, one of the respected 
veterans of the all-powerful press of which I 
have just been speaking. M. Weiss issued last 
summer a volume of literary essays on literary 
topics, the preface to which made a great sensa- 
tion. He relates in it his youth, his education 
as an enfant de troupe under the shadow of the 
flag, and how, born at Strasbourg, he travelled 
through France from garrison to garrison ‘? 
la suite du régiment,” as the popular song, now 
grown antiquated, of ‘Fanfan la Tulipe’ says. 
M. J. J. Weiss, after a life deeply devoted to 
literature and a little to politics, is poor. The 
ex-editor of the Journal des Débats is, I believe, 
entirely dependent on his post of librarian at 
the Palace of Fontainebleau. .At sixty years of 
age and more he finds himself what he was at 
a little over five-and-twenty, when, after the 
Coup d’Etat of December 2nd, he, like Edmond 
About, resigned his position as a teacher. 
“From day to day,” he writes in relating this 
incident, ‘‘ we found ourselves in the situation 
of the poor Bernerette, who did not know how 
she was to dine in the evening.” 

The abilities of M. Weiss are universally 
esteemed. What makes the weakness of his 
candidature is his being a politician. He has 
served a little, and ridiculed much, all the parties. 
Remaining faithful to liberty, he willingly sided 
with whoever promised him or gave him this 
liberty. He was, after the 19th of January, 
1870, one of the associates of M. Emile Ollivier, 
and subsequently one of the supporters of Gam- 
betta. When the tribune formed what was called 
the Great Ministry, which lasted so brief a time, 
the nomination of M. J. J. Weiss and that of 
General de Miribel to the General Staff were 
precisely the selections and the acts with which 
the Radicals hostile to the Opportunist policy 
most vehemently reproached Gambetta. I am 
much afraid that the rancour of former days 
still subsists against M. Weiss. It would be 
fair, however, to allot to so distinguished an 
author a place among the forty. He might not 
be able to read his discours de réception, for I am 
told he has had a stroke of paralysis. But he 
would be most capable of writing it and making 
it a masterpiece, and that, after all, is the main 
thing, Some friend of his, M. John Lemoinne, 
or M. Boissier, or even M. Renan, might read 
it for him. 

There has also been some mention of an author 
of high worth, M. Emile Montégut, whose criti- 
cal studies.of foreign literature have placed him 
in the first rank. His essay on ‘ Hamlet,’ which 
was written some thirty years ago, has not been 
forgotten by thoughtful readers. But the masses 
know not M. Montégut. He lives all by himself 
away in the depths of the Limousin. He seems 
to have abdicated. It would be needful to drag 
him out of his retirement. For what advantage ? 
Because he is happy. The green palms are not 
worth more than the green leaves in springtime. 
Only, as a member of the Institute remarked, 
they remain green, even during the winter of 
men—a queer kind of preservation. But I have 
written about that of which people are talking 
pretty nearly everywhere. The Academy is not 
peopled by immortals : it is immortal. Eco.

Hence- 
forward every endeavour will be made 
to secure the best English as well as Ame- 
rican novelists, and among the early novels 
of the year will be one by Mr. Conan 
Doyle, author of ‘A Study in Scarlet,’ ‘Micah 
Clarke,’ &c. Mrs. Alexander, author of 
‘The Wooing o’t,’ has also promised a 
story, and Mr. Oscar Wilde will, we believe, 
make his maiden venture in novel-writing 
in Lippincott’s in the coming year. A 
feature in the new departure will be 
the London editorial department, which 
will be in charge of Mr. G. T. Bettany, 
under the auspices of Messrs. Ward & Lock, 
in concert with the Philadelphia manage- 
ment; and articles will appear in early 
numbers from Mr. Francis Galton, F.R.S., 
and the Rey. Dr. Dallinger, F.R.S. To 
the special features of the American 
magazine will be added articles—briefer 
than those of the reviews—on current 
topics here, so that a new combination 
of complete novel, magazine, and review 
will be offered at the price of a shilling 
monthly. The January number, which 
will be ready some days before Christmas, 
will contain a story by Mr. Julian Haw- 
thorne ; the first part of a posthumous story 
by Nathaniel Hawthorne; and articles by 
the Dean of Peterborough, Sir Somers 
Vine, Mr. R. H. Stoddard, and others. 

Tue date of William Allingham’s birth has 
been given in recent newspaper notices as 
1828; we mentioned no date last week, but 
we were sure 1828 was wrong, and we now 
have the best authority for saying that the 
correct date is 1824. The volume of ‘ Poems’ 
which we said was published ‘‘towards the 
close of 1850” really appeared in July of 
that year, and was dedicated to Leigh Hunt, 
whose warm praise had much influence in 
directing and animating Allingham’s poetical 
studies. Only a very few copies of the 
book were sold when it was withdrawn and 
the remainder destroyed ; Allingham repub- 
lished the greater part of its contents, with 
revision, in later collections of his poems, 
and, as was his usual practice with republica- 
tions of this kind, referred to their original 
appearance. 

Pror. O’Ryan, of Queen’s College, Cork, 
writes :— 

“Dr. George Boole, the eminent first Professor 
of Mathematics in this college, told me, many 
years ago, that Allingham, whom he knew, had 
written to ask whether he would advise him to 
come here and go through * regular course of 
studies. The great mathemctician advised him 
not to do so; and though I cannot remember 
the precise words used by Dr. Boole to explain 
his answer, my impression at the time was, and 
now is, that he dissuaded Allingham from carry- 
ing out his project because he believed that 
a university education would not further the 
development of the poet’s talent.” 

Messrs. Sampson Low & Co. will publish 
early in the coming year Mr. William 
Black’s new novel ‘The New Prince For- 
tunatus.’ Mr. R. D. Blackmore’s new book, 
‘ Kit and Kitty : a Story of West Middlesex,’ 
will be published by the same firm next 
week, 


Wiru the new year the Meweastle Weekly 
Chronicle will begin to publish an auto- 
biographical narrative, in one hundred 
chapters, entitled ‘Sixty Years of an 
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Agitator’s Life,’ by Mr. George Jacob 
Holyoake. The chapters will not be of 
novelistic length, but will include many 
strange experiences and adventures in 
social and insurgent movements, with de- 
scriptions of agitators—the forgotten and 
the known. Mr. Holyoake has been engaged 
upon the work at intervals during many 
years. 

Mr. E. Watrorp has completed his long- 
promised ‘ Life of Pitt.’ It will be published 
early in January by Messrs. Chatto & Win- 
dus, with a dedication, in Latin, to Mr. 
Gladstone. 

Tue Atlantic Monthly (published in Lon- 
don by Messrs. Ward, Lock & Co.) starts with 
the new year a serial story by Mrs. Deland, 
author of ‘John Ward, Preacher.’ It is 
entitled ‘Sidney,’ and is based upon a 
problem of kindred nature to that dealt 
with in her previous book. The veteran 
Oliver Wendell Holmes will contribute a 
series of reminiscences and reflections, under 
the heading ‘Over the Teacups.’ A new 
writer, Miss Fanny Murfree, sister of the 
well-known novelist who signs herself 
“‘ Charles Egbert Craddock,” will make her 
début as a novelist with a tale entitled 
‘Felicia.’ Mr. John Fiske will contribute 
some new historical studies. 

Mr. E. Watrorn’s memoir of the late 
Mr. W. Selby, of the Public Record Office, 
appears in the front of the new number of 
the Genealogist, which will be henceforth 
edited by Mr. Keith Murray. 

By arrangement with Mr. Nimmo, who 
has recently published a facsimile reprint 
of ‘ The Shepheardes Calender’ of Spenser, 
copies of this have been issued by the 
Spenser Society to its members as an extra 
issue. Against this proceeding nothing is 
to be urged except that it tends to crowd 
with duplicates the shelves of the members, 
many of whom naturally look out for Mr. 
Nimmo’s publications. 

Mr. Gorpwin SmirH is again publishing 
the Bystander, a monthly review in which 
his political views were formerly offered to 
the Canadians independently of the party 
organs. A life of Jane Austen by him 
is coming out soon. 

Ar the annual meeting of the Scottish 
Text Society, at which Col. Fergusson pre- 
sided, it was announced that the third issue 
of the year would be the second part of the 
‘Legends of the Saints,’ by Mr. Metcalfe, 
which would complete the first volume of 
the work. Several works are in the press 
for future issues, viz., ‘Notes and Glossary 
to the Poems of William Dunbar,’ by the 
secretary; the second volume of Winzet’s 
works, containing notes and glossary by the 
Rev. J. King Hewison; and the first part 
of the second volume, edited by Father 
Cody, of the translation of Lesley’s ‘ His- 
torie of Scotland,’ by Father James Dal- 
rymple, from the MS. at Fort Augustus. 
Dr. Cranstoun’s work, ‘Satirical Poems of 
the Time of the Reformation,’ is in the 
printers’ hands. Three new editors have 
offered to undertake work for the Society : 
Mr. W. Tough, of the Edinburgh High 
School, who has undertaken to edit the 
works of Sir William Mure of Rowallan; Mr. 
J. P. Edmond, of Aberdeen, who is willing 
to collect and edit a volume of minor poems ; 
and Dr. Biilbring, who proposes to edit the 





works of J. Stewart of Baldynneis, the MS. 
of which is in the Advocates’ Library. 
The title of the work is ‘Ane Abbrege- 
ment of Roland Fvriovs, translatit ovt of 
Ariost.’ 


Ir is proposed to purchase a bust of the 
late Prof. W. Wright, and to place it in the 
University Library of Cambridge. Friends 
and admirers of the deceased, in Cambridge 
as well as in other seats of learning through- 
out the world, are invited by the committee 
to subscribe for the memorial the modest 
sum of half a guinea. The committee con- 
sists of many resident members of Cam- 
bridge, heads of houses, professors, and the 
University Librarian, of the Bishop of 
Durhan, of the Principal Librarian, British 
Museum, and of professors at Durham, 
Leyden, and Gottingen. It is astonishing 
that no name of the University of Ox- 
ford is given, and none of Orientalists in 
France, Russia, Italy, and Austria. Were 
they not invited by Dr. Wright’s successor, 
who signs for the committee, or have they 
refused to honour the name of the deceased 
by their adhesion ? 

WE are glad to mention that the greater 
part of the MS. of the Concordance to the 
Septuagint, upon which Dr. Hatch was en- 
gaged for years, is in a very satisfactory 
state; but we are sorry to say that such is 
not the case with his Hibbert Lectures, 
which, we understand, will be carried 
through the press by Dr. Fairbairn, the 
Principal of Mansfield College, Oxford. 

Tue reissue of Mr. Buxton Forman’sedition 
of Keats’s works, which is to appear next 
week, will embody all the fresh material which 
has accrued since 1883, when the four volumes 
first appeared. Thenewmaterial occupies the 
best part of 200 pp. octavo, and will also be 
published very shortly as a separate volume, 
forming a supplement to the original issue 
of 1883. In that form it will include an 
admirable portrait by Severn of Keats’s 
intimate friend John Hamilton Reynolds. 
The same publishers promise a new edition 
of ‘Keats’s Letters to Fanny Brawne’; 
and they have also ready a third edi- 
tion of ‘ Keats’s Complete Poetical Works,’ 
in one volume, edited by Mr. Forman, and 
including the latest verses of Keats which 
have been brought to light. 

One novel feature of the ‘ Windsor Peer- 
age,’ to be published at Christmas by Messrs. 
Chatto & Windus, will be the omission of 
the ladies’ ages—an innovation which is 
likely to gratify the fairer half of the crea- 
tion. The work will be bound in the re- 
gulation ‘“‘ Windsor uniform.” 

Pror. JAMES DaRMESTETER has nearly 
finished his great collection of Afghan songs 
with prose translations into French. The 
Afghan texts have never before been written 
down, much less printed. Bound up with 
them will be an Afghan grammar and dic- 
tionary. It seems strange that all this 
should be left for a Frenchman to do when 
we have such a vital interest in Afghanistan. 
The book is complete now except the in- 
troduction, and the learned author hopes 
that it will be out of hand by the new year. 

Tue feeling of dissatisfaction which we 
have mentioned was felt by many who 
attended the Oriental Congress at Stock- 
holm has led to the issue of a circular 
pointing out the desirability of holding the 





next congress at Paris or London, and 
endeavouring to return to the scientific 
objects of the meeting. It has already been 
extensively signed. 


Ir has come to the knowledge of Messrs. 
Macmillan & Co., who hold the copyright of 
the works of the late Edward FitzGerald, 
that an American reprint of Omar Khay- 
yam has recently been on sale in this 
country. It is only fair to warn likely 
purchasers that this reprint is a piracy, and 
liable, as such, to be seized by the owners 
of the copyright. The Custom House autho- 
rities have been requested to stop the 
entrance of the book into this country. 


THE Marquis of Lorne has, it is said, 
written a Canadian love story, which will 
appear shortly in the new weekly journal 
Now, published in Glasgow. The tale con- 
tains pictures of life in the North-West and 
elsewhere in Canada, some scenes being 
introduced in connexion with the late Indian 
rising. The hero is a young and well-edu- 
cated Canadian, who becomes enamoured of 
the daughter of an Indian chief. 

Messrs. BRENTANO announce that they 
will soon have ready a new work by Mr. 
N. L. Stebbins, called ‘ Yacht Portraits,’ 
being a collection of seventy portraits of the 
most prominent yachts sailing in American 
waters during the season 1889. Full details 
will be given with each illustration. This 
volume will form a supplement to one issued 
in 1887. 

Mr. Batsi.x1z writes :— 

“Some of your readers may have been led 
to suppose that it is my intention to print in 
the Monthly Pioneer selected articles from the 
magazines and reviews. It would neither be 
right nor desirable to do so. The best articles 
will be classified according to their subject, and 
a digest of each group by a specialist in the 
subject will be given in my magazine. In that 
way I hope to help the circulation of the larger 
magazines. Those who do not read them now 
may be led to look at some of them by our 
digests. Those who do read them now will find 
it easier and more profitable to do so with our 
assistance.” 

Tue publication of the Stirling records 
is to be continued by the issue of another 
volume, containing selections from the 
Council Minutes from 1667 to 1752, from 
the Accounts of the Burgh from 1630 to 
1752, and from the Guildry Records from 
1592 to 1752. A plan showing the condi- 
tion of the town of Stirling in 1700 will be 
prefixed. 

Tue fears we expressed last week as to the 
possibility of the peculiar character of the 
business of Messrs. Triibner disappearing in 
the proposed amalgamation are scarcely 
allayed by being told—what we knew already 
—that Mr. Kegan Paul will be the chief 
literary adviser of the new firm, Mr. Paul 
is a man of many accomplishments, but he 
would hardly call himself an Oriental 
scholar. The late Mr. Triibner struck out 
a line for himself different’ from that 
followed by other Oriental publishers in 
London. It was not, perhaps, particularly 
profitable, but it would be a great loss to 
learning were it abandoned, and we trust it 
will not be. 

Tue following German works are an- 
nounced for publication: a profusely illus- 
trated description of the German Em- 
peror’s travels in the East; the first volume 
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of Friedrich Spielhagen’s autobiography, 
entitled ‘Finder und Erfinder’; a new 
story by the indefatigable Felix Dahn, 
under the title cf ‘ Skirnir,’ based on Teu- 
tonic folk-lore; an illustrated biography 
of Grillparzer by Dr. Sauer, who has been 
comraissioned by the Town Council of 
Vienna to write the work in honour of the 
hundredth anniversary of the poet’s birth- 
day; and finally, a volume of new essays 
by the literary and art critic H. Grimm. 

Ar the public session of the Academy of 
Sciences at Munich on the 15th inst. the 
venerable president Dr. von Dollinger read 
a paper on the dissolution of the Order of 
Templars. The tendency of the paper was 
to vindicate the character of the Templars. 
Its historical fulness, critical power, and 
manner of delivery showed that Dollinger’s 
capacity for work and keen delight in it 
are still undiminished, notwithstanding his 
ninety-one years. 

ConcURRENTLY with the appearance of the 
third English edition of Prot. Rudolph von 
Gueist’s ‘ History of the English Constitution’ 
and thesecond English edition of his ‘ History 
of the English Parliament,’ the venerable 
author has been celebrating his jubilee as a 
teacher in the University of Berlin. He 
gave his first lesson on November 18th, 
1839, and throughout the following half 
century has continued his lectures without a 
single break—‘‘ ohne in dem halben Jahr- 
hundert eine einige Vorlesung versiumt 
zu haben.” Such a fact is perhaps with- 
out a parallel in academical history. The 
“Jubilar” received congratulations and 
addresses from universities and literary 
societies in all parts of the world. 


Mr. Morice GeraArD, whose critical articles 
on Disraeli’s novels, entitled ‘A Lapsed 
Copyright’ and ‘Disraeli’s Womankind,’ 
attracted some notice in Temple Bar last 
year, will shortly publish with Messrs. Hurst 
& Blackett a novel in three volumes called 
‘Cast Out.’ 

A new volume of sonnets by Mrs. Piatt, 
entitled ‘A Book of Gold,’ is announced 
for immediate publication by Mr. Elliot 
Stock. 

Messrs. Cuarman & Hatt will publish 
in a few days ‘The Republic as a Form of 
Government; or, the Evolution of Democracy 
in America,’ by an American author, Mr. 
John Scott, who writes from the familiar 
standpoint of a citizen of the United States. 

Tue chief Parliamentary Papers of the 
week are Universities, Scotland, Public 
Money, Return (1¢.); Agricultural Returns, 
Great Britain, for 1889 (11d.); Pauperism, 
England and Wales, Statement for Septem-

ORNITHOLOGICAL LITERATURE, 


An Illustrated Manual of British Birds. By 
Howard Saunders. (Gurney & Jackson.)—A 
few years ago, when reviewing the last edition 
of Yarrell’s ‘ British Birds,’ edited by Prof. 
Newton and Mr. Howard Saunders, we asked 
if it were not possible to have a condensed 
Yarrell, That the work now before us may be 
considered to be; but it is, if we may speak 
paradoxically, a condensed Yarrell with addi- 
tions; the most important of these are the 
systematic sketch of the genera which Mr, 





Saunders supplies in his introduction, and the 
three maps of the British Isles, of Europe, 
and of the North Polar district. Maps with 
special objects in view are always of the 
greatest value. There are more than ten new 
woodcuts, which compare very favourably with 
those with which the readers of Yarrell’s book 
are familiar. Perhaps the question most fre- 
quently put to a zoologist by a lay friend is, 
‘* What is a really good book on British birds 
that is not too expensive ?” and the question has 
been one that has been found extremely difficult 
to answer. Mr. Saunders deserves our thanks 
for having taken this difficulty out of our way. 


The Birds of Oxfordshire. By O. V. Aplin. 
(Oxford, Clarendon Press.)—Oxfordshire is, like 
Cambridgeshire, an inland county, and is there- 
fore frequented by fewer species of birds than 
fall to the lot of districts favoured by a cer- 
tain amount of sea-board; yet, owing to the 
existence of a university in each, it may be 
doubted if any other divisions in England have 
exercised such important influences on the study 
of ornithology. Avoiding, for obvious reasons, 
any mention of or comparison between living 
members of either, it will at least be admitted 
in this connexion that Cambridge will long be 
associated with the name of John Wolley; but 
Oxford, as the author remarks in the introduc- 
tion to the present work, must have been the 
scene of the earlier observations of not a few of 
our British ornithologists. Many will be able 
to say with the late A. E. Knox :— 

“ Again, as in bygone days, are we wandering to- 
gether on the swampy flats of Port Meadow, or ex- 
ploring the sedgy banks of the Isis, near Sandford 
Lasher, almost forgetting our hurriedly-moored 
skiffs in a prolonged search after the nest of the 
water-hen or the airy fabric of the reed-warbler. 
Once more are we seated beneath the old rook-trees 
in Christ Church Meadow, and congratulating the 
dusky proprietors of the village overhead that the 
fortunate settlement is within the protective in- 
fluence of academic laws,” 

Oxford itself, with its quiet, shady gardens and 
smooth, grassy lawns, its old trees, rivers, mea- 
dows, and shrubberied “ parks,” is attractive to 
many birds; and these have been well described 
by Mr. W. Warde Fowler, the ‘‘ Oxford Tutor,” 
whose ‘Year with the Birds’ was favourably 
noticed in 1886. His assistance, and that of 
many other workers, is duly acknowledged by 
Mr. Aplin, who is, in fact, only one of a family 
of ornithologists; so that, thanks to his own and 
his coadjutors’ labours, an excellent and compact 
account of the avifauna of the district is now 











presented to the public. The natural features 
of the country are clearly described ; and it is 
interesting to learn that, although the nearest. 
sea is on the west, and only thirty-five miles 
off—at Portishead, in the British Channel—yet 
Oxfordshire most nearly resembles the eastern 
side of Southern England in the character of 
its ornithology, though too far inland to parti- 
cipate otherwise than sparingly in the representa- 
tives of some species which swarm during some 
winters on the eastern coast. Broadly speaking, 
there appears to have been little material altera- 
tion during the present century among the small 
species, although pastures have largely given way 
to arable land ; but itis otherwise with the birds 
of prey, many of which have been all but extir- 
pated, owing to game- preserving. The kite, 
once a common denizen of the great woods 
of Oxfordshire, is now virtually extinct, and, 
from the ornithologists’ point of view, it is 
sad to have the fact forced upon our notice 
that this handsome species is eminently se- 
dentary in its habits, few migrants reaching 
us from the Continent to fill up the gaps in 
the ranks of our indigenous birds. In spite of 
drainage, there are still some two or three thou- 
sand acres of wet ground left at Atmoor, whence, 
probably, come the wildfowl taken in the decoy 
at Boarstall, just over the Buckinghamshire 
border ; while the list of water-birds, and even of 
wanderers from the sea, is far more extensive 
than might be expected from the situation of the 
county, of which an adequate map is given. 
There is also a coloured frontispiece of an Alpine 
chough, undoubtedly shot at Broughton and ex- 
amined by Mr. Aplin in the flesh: a denizen 
of the mountains, which is not unfrequently 
brought alive to England, and may have escaped 
from confinement, although it has wandered 
on two occasions as far from its usual haunts as 
Heligoland. A few species are admitted to the 
list on evidence which appears to us to be rather 
slight ; but, after all, that is a mere matter of 
opinion, and we have nothing but approbation 
for the general style of this useful addition to 
our county avifaunas. 


The Authenticated List of the Birds of Here- 
fordshire, by George Horne (Hereford, Jakeman 
& Carver), is just the sort of county list for 
which the working ornithologist has often to look 
in vain. It is unpretentious, consists of only 
twenty-four pages, and costs a shilling ; but for 
utility it is far preferable to a larger work on the 
same subject—overladen with poetry and extra- 
neous matter—which bears the name of Dr. H. G. 
Bull. There are, however, far too many 
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phlet, although these are all so obvious 
as to be practically harmless.

ROYAL SOCIETY OF LITERATURE.—Jov. 27.—The 
President in the chair.—A_ paper was read by Mr. J. 
Offord, jun., ‘On Ancient Egy ptian Fiction, as Iilus- 
trated by Recent Discovery.’ The stories vary in 
date from avout 4000 B.c. to 300 A.D., aud although 
many are preserved in a fragmentary state, yet 
several are of sufticient length to enable a fair 
appreciation of them to be “made, and some are 
complete. Attention was specially directed to the 
‘Story of Saneha,’ because of the recent discovery 
of the missing introduction to it, and to the ‘ Tale 
of the Shipwrecked Mariner,’ contained in a papyrus 
at St. Petersburg, and to translations from the De- 
motic writing. T'wo fables were given as of Egyptian 
origin, one being that of ‘The Lion and the Mouse,’ 
hitherto credited to sop, and the other that of 
‘The Stomach and the Members,’ attributed to 
Menenius Agrippa; and a comparison of the inci- 
dents of the various stories with folk-lore elsewhere 
was introduced to show a minute agreement that 
could not be accidental. 





BRITISH ARCHAZOLOGICAL ASSOCIATION.— Vor. 
20.—Rev. S. M. Mayhew in the chair.—It was re- 
ported that the proposed demolition of the ancient 
Butter Market, Dartmouth, had been reconsidered, 
and that the buildings were now safe. A certain 
portion of the domestic buildings of Eggeston 
Abbey have recently been demolished, and a re- 
monstrance had been addressed by the Association 
to the owner in favour of preserving what still 
remains.—Mr. J. T. Irvine exhibited sketches of 
some curious objects of antiquity recently found 
near Crowland.— Mr. E. Way described an an- 
cient tumulus, and exhibited a stone mortar 
which was found in searching for treasure in the 
tumulus about sixty years since, It was filled with 
Roman brass coius at the time of its discovery, 
specimens of which were also exbibited.—Mr. 
Oliver read a description of the fine brass of Flemish 
execution, in All Saints’ Church, Newcastle, to the 
memory of Roger Thorston, 1429, and exhibited a 
rubbing.—Mr. Lynam described a curious earth- 
work or fortified post, to which much local atten- 
tion has recently been drawn, but which does not 
seem to have been previously examined with much 
attention. It is situated in the valley of the river 
Blythe, about four miles from Stoke-on-Trent. It 
consists of a rectangular space 155 ft. by 150 ft. sur- 
rounded by double ditches, while a third extends 
along a similar side. These are sunk in the general 








level of the site, and there are no raised banks. The 
quadrangular form suggests a Roman origin. anda 
Roman road existed at no great distance from the 
site.—Mr. Loftus Brock exhibited various portions 
of fifteenth century service books which had been 
used by foreign bookbinders for covering printed 
books of sixteenth century date. One sheet of MS. 
still did duty as cover to an Italian book printed at 
Venice, 1553.—The first paper, illustrated by some 
capital rubbings of brasses, was by Mr. C. H. Comp- 
ton, on South “Creake, Norfolk.—The second paper 
was by Mr. T. Morgan, and had for its title *The 
Rose of Provence and the Lilies of France.’ 


MICROSCOPICAL. — Nov. 13 —Dr, C. T. Hudson, 
President, in the chair.—Rev. A. Hall exhibited a 
bacillus from urine which closely resembled P. 
tuberculosis.—Mr. Hardy exhibited and described a 
little apparatus which he had devised for the pur- 
pose of photographing an object under the micro- 
scope without having to alter the position of the 
instrument in any way. He had originally made it 
in metal, but had found it too heavy ; the one now 
before them was made of wood, and weighed about 
one ounce, the cost being nothing at all beyond the 
trouble of making it.—Mr. Watson exhibited and 
described a new pattern microscope for students 
(“The Edinburgh Student’s Microscope”) and a 
student’s petrological microscope made upon the 
same lines ; also a small box for holding slides, for 
which a patent had been obtained by Mr. Mose- 
ley, its inventor.—Mr. Crisp exhibited appa- 
ratus by which it was proposed to convert a micro- 
scope into a microtome by placing the embedded 
substance in the lower end of the tube, and cuttiog 
sections by means of a blade fitted to move upon 
the stage plate.—Mr. J. Mayall, jun., described the 
various microscopes and accessories which he nad 
examined at the Paris Exhibition, pointing out that 
whereas at former international exhibitions most of 
the best makers in England, America, and other 
countries were exhibitors, on this last occasion they 
had been rather conspicuous by their absence. The 
French opticians were fairly well represented as to 
numbers, but the instruments they exhibited were, 
for the most part, of the old, not to say antiquated, 
types. He had seen very little that was new in the 
matter of design. 








ZOOLOGICAL.—WVor. 19.—Prof. W. H. Flower, Pre- 
sident, in the chair—The Secretary read a report on 
the additions made to the menagerie during October, 
and called special attention to the arrival of a young 
male gaur (Bibos gaurus) from Pahang.—The Pre- 
sident exhibited and made remarks on a head of an 
African rhinoceros (Rhinoceros bicornis) with a 
third posterior horn partially developed ; the Secre- 
tary a skin of an albino variety of the Cape mole-rat 
( Georychus capensis), forw arded to the Society by 
the Rev. G. H. R. Fisk, of Capetown ; Mr. A. Smith- 
Woodward a portion of the rostrum of an extinct 
saw-fish (Sclerorhynchus) from the chalk of Mount 
Lebanon; and Mr. Goodwin some rare Paradise- 
birds obtained by him on Mount Owen-Stanley, 
New Guinea, when in company with Sir William 
Macgregor’s recent expedition; also some photo- 
graphs ‘taken on the same occasion —Communica- 
tions and papers were read: from the Rev. T. R. R. 
Stebbing and Mr. D. Robertson on four new british 
amphipodous crustaceans, which were named 
Sophrosyne_robertsoni, Syrrhoé fimbriata, Podo- 
ceropsis palmatus, and Podocerus cumbrensis : and 
of these Suphrosyne robertsoni belonged to a genus 
first observed at Kerguelen Island ,—by Mr. G. W. 
Butler ‘On the Subdivision of the Body-cavity in 
Lizards, Crocodiles, and Birds,’ in which an attempt 
was made to analyze the complex conditions of the 
membranes observable in the last two groups, and 
to express them in terms of the simpler structures 
found in the lizards,—by Mr. J. H. Leech the third part 
of his paper on the Lepidoptera of Japan and Corea, 
comprising an account of the Noctuzx and Deltoide, 
in all upwards of 475 species; of these forty- “six 
were now described as new to science, and two others 
were considered to be varietal forms,—by Mr. R. Ly- 
dekker on the remains of a theriodont reptile from 
the Karoo System of the Orange Free State: the 
remains described were an associated series of verte- 
bre and limb-bones of a comparatively large therio- 
dont, which was probably different from any de- 
scribed form; the humerus was of the normal 
theriodont type, and quite distinct from the one 
on which the genus Propappus had been founded, 
which the author considered to belong to a form 
closely allied to, if not generically identical with, 
Pariasaurus,—by Mr. G. B. Sowerby on thirteen new 
or rare species of Jand-shells from various localities, 
—and from Mr. E, A. Minchin on the mode of 
attachment of the embryos to the oral arms of 
Aurelia aurita, It was shown that the embryos of 
Aurelia aurita are developed on the arms, in broad 
capsules formed as evaginations of the walls of the | 
oral groove, and that the capsules increase in size | 
with the addition of more embryos

ART FOR THE NURSERY, 


Besives brief descriptions of sports for little 
children, boys as well as girls, Kate Greenaway’s 
Book of Games (Routledge & Sons) contains 
many charming designs by the renowned artist, 
most of which, in addition to the excellence of 
their colouring, as reproduced by the skilful hands 
and rare taste of Mr. E. Evans, are equal to 
the lady’s best, while nearly all of them are as 
true, graceful, and fresh as Stothard’s, Than 
this we could not say more. ‘Puss in the 
Corner’ is very pretty and exquisitely naive. 
It would be hard to over-praise similar qualities 
which are discoverable in the dainty figures of 
two little girls playing at ‘ Ball, or to admire 
too much the infantile joyfulness of ‘Frog in 
| the Middle’ and similar compositions, such as 

‘Mulberry Bush’ and ‘ Hunt the Slipper.’ Very 
| pretty is ‘See-Saw.’ The same publishers have 
| sent us Walter Crane’s Painting Book, engraved. 
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and printed by Mr. E. Evans, and containing 
some of the designer’s most graceful and spirited 
groups from various compositions, many of which 
we remember to have seen with pleasure. They 
are printed in colours and repeated in outlines 
on opposite pages, the outlines being apparently 
intended to be painted on in imitation of the 
former. We have our doubts of the advisability 
of this proceeding as a method of teaching 
draughtsmanship, but of the charm of the works 
themselves in either version there could not be 
a second opinion. Thesame firm has issued, for 
the delectation of young folks whose taste is not 
refined enough to care for the above examples, 
The Story of Apple Pie, which hassome nice figures 
loaded with somewhat coarse and gaudy colovrs. 
A rather better book is Routledge’s Book of 
Alphabets, which, in spite of a few faulty 
figures in showy (not to say garish) cuts, will 
only displease a few, and may be welcomed by 
hosts of ordinary babies. The companion to the 
last is The John Gilpin Pizture Book (same pub- 
lishers), in which there are a small number of 
tolerable things, but a great number of crude, 
dull, and feeble ones. Some of the animals are 
cleverly drawn, but the coarse colours ought to 
prevent the book’s admission to ‘‘ nurseries of 
taste and culture.” 

Many years ago it was our lot to review a book 
on monograms, ciphers, and personal devices to 
which the binder had given what he supposed 
to be the shape of a knight’s shield. At present 
it matters little that he was mistaken, and that 
no cavalier ever carried a defence so stupidly 
contrived. To Messrs. F. Warne & Co. we are 
indebted for another oddity, which may be very 
attractive to children, for whom it is intended, 
being The Palette Painting Book, shaped like an 
artist’s palette, thumb-hole and all, and thus 
adapted to be carried on the owner’s thumb, 
where, of course, it would be entirely unusable 
and very much in the way. Nevertheless, as 
the latest device for gratifying children’s whims, 
the book will undoubtedly be welcome. It is 
prettily got up, and contains some neatly drawn 
figures and landscapes alternating with clean 
leaves on which to copy the designs.—There are 


some very pretty designs, in colours as well as | 


in black and white, in Messrs. Griffith, Farran & 
Co.’s Granny's Story- Book, illustrated by M. S. 
Lucas. The tints of the coloured cuts are a 
little forced, otherwise they may safely be called 
good in their way. The illustrations in mono- 
chrome are decidedly clever and deftly drawn. 
The stories are good for children, and likely to 
interest them. Such is the criticism of one of 
the best authorities, who, although he has not 
yet passed his tenth birthday, has had prodigious 
experience in the picture-book world. —Messrs. 
Macmillan & Co. have produced an effective 
book for children of some age, whose minds 
have been saturated with sentiment verging on 
sentimentality. It is called Flowers of Paradise, 
and contains music, verses, and designs by Mr. 
R. F. Hallward. There is a considerable amount 
of cleverness of a pretentious and commonplace 
sort in most of the designs ; a few are very poor 
and coarse in execution; two or three (among 
which we place the band of angels gathered on an 
iris, and playing on musical instruments to earthly 
children gambolling on the lower sphere) are 
a good deal above the average. Several of 
the decorative designs demand and deserve 
praise. On the whole, it is impossible to help 
feeling that Mr. Hallward’s overweening opinion 
of the merits of his productions has led him to 
publish some things which ought to have been put 
in the fire, while to others he awarded more atten- 
tion and refined them at considerable cost of 
studies and time. If he will condescend to bestow 
unflinching pains on his next series of designs, and, 
with noble Greek or medieval models always 
before his eyes, cultivate in his mind that sense 
of beauty which, at present, is in a very rudi- 


mentary stage, there is no knowing that we may | 


not be called upon to congratulate him on be- 
coming a capital artist, with no inconsiderable 


share of original power.—Messrs. Wells Gardner 
& Co, have sent us Japanese Jingles, by K. Lucas, 
verses illustrated by figures printed in sepia, to 
which not much praise can be given. The yellow 
cover is the best part of it. 


Two Old Tales Retold, by M. N. Paton (Edin- 
burgh, Banks & Co.), has been ‘illustrated ” 
by Mr. Hubert Paton. Mr. Paton is a weak 
draughtsman, and his notions of design are 
somewhat feeble, while it cannot be said that 
Miss Paton has improved the noble legends of 
‘Beauty and the Beast’ and ‘Jack the Giant 
Killer." —If Mr. H. J. Ford, who supplied small 
cuts to the ‘‘ When Mother was Little” (Fisher 
Unwin) of Mr. 8. P. Yorke, would work hard 
and develope his taste for design and draw more 
thoroughly he would be in the way to improve. 
The story is not at all a bad one, only a little 
goody and sentimental, and quite fit for good 
children.—The best illustration of the City 
Legends, by W. Carleton (Low & Co.), is the 
frontispiece of New York harbour, with M. Bar- 
tholdi’s melodramatic statue of ‘‘ Liberty ” in the 
front. The worst cut is a curious commonplace, 
called ‘Tender Words of him are Said.’ The 
text seems (dulness and a defective sense of 
humour make it somewhat obscure) to con- 
sist of mild and rather confused satires on 
learned women, chiefly spinsters, in the United 
States. Contrasting with, and yet complemen- 
tary to, these verses, are some Jegends full of 
gush and questionable imitations of jargon 
supposed to be used by old-fashioned and 
uneducated folks in the United States. The 
most amusing part of many dull pages is a 
“legend” in transpontine verse concerning 
General Benedict Arnold and Talleyrand, of all 
men in the world. Wesuspect that Mr. Carleton 
means well, but greater trash than one or two of 
the legends it has not for a long time been our 
lot to read. 








THE PROPOSED NEW STREET AT CAIRO. 


Tue Egyptian ministry is at present consider- 
ing a project for a new thoroughfare at Cairo, 
which is to run in a straight line from the 
bottom of the Mouski, near the Mixed Tribunals, 
to the Bab-el-Nasr. It is proposed that the new 
street shall be at least as wide as the Boulevard 
Mahomet Ali, which will necessarily entail the 
| destruction of a large number of houses, since 
it will cut through the most densely populated 
part of the Arab city. Probably many who 
derive their notions of Cairo from Lane and 
writers of his period may be inclined to protest 
against what they may consider to be a wanton 
act of vandalism. But the Cairo of Lane no 
longer exists. The compulsory demolition, to 
prevent tenements actually falling down, arising 
from hasty and defective construction, which is 
constantly going on in Eastern cities, and which 
has been especially prevalent of late in Cairo, 
has abolished nearly all the old picturesqueness 
of the city. Unfortunately, the new houses 
which in recent years have been erected, while 
equally as fragile as their predecessors, are 
devoid of the carved woodwork and bits of 
external decoration that imparted a certain 
charm to buildings claiming no architectural 
pretensions. Any one acquainted with the 
Cairo of to-day, and knowing the state of the 
ordinary traflic between the Mouski and the 
Bab-el-Nasr quarters under present conditions, 
must admit that a wide and spacious channel of 
communicaticen is absolutely needed, and will 
also recognize the futility of raising a cry on the 
score of the destruction of ancient monuments, 
the said monuments being like the cloud-capped 
towers of imagination. At the same time, the 
opportunity should not be missed to endeavour 
to prevent the perpetration of another horror, 
after the fashion of the Boulevards Mahomet 
Ali and Clot Bey. These stzeets also were de- 
manded for the convenience of modern traffic, 
| but that it should have been permitted to line 
‘ them with tenements so mean and abject, so 











irredeemably vulgar and trumpery—scarecrows 
beyond even the conception of the most un- 
scrupulous jerry builder of a London suburb— 
is certainly not creditable to Egyptian adminis- 
tration of the past. It may be hoped that 
such atrocities would not be allowed under the 
present régime. Still, it might be desirable that 
our architectural societies should take note of 
the new project, and courteously, but firmly 
impress on the authorities at Cairo the neces- 
sity of their insisting that the plans for the 
buildings to be erected along the new street 
shall be submitted to the decision of a trained 
architect. The societies might even go a 
step further, and not only demand that the 
positive ugliness should be vetoed, but press 
that an effort be made to renew something of 
the old Cairene architectural stateliness and 
splendour. This could be accomplished, not by 
working on the lines of the Turkish style of the 
last century, whose ornamentation is tawdry 
and mechanical, and would never rise above 
stolid mediocrity, but by returning to the true 
national art, that of the Memlvok Sultans. 
There are still monuments of that period, as in 
the mosques and house of Kait Bey, which 
would furnish excellent models both for style 
and details of ornament. Taking up their 
traditions and fitting them to the requirements 
of modern life in Cairo, a street might be created 
which should be matchless throughout the East, 
and which would give back to the city at least 
one touch of its ancient glory. And this would 
be the more praiseworthy, since every year the 
city is losing one or more of the minarets which 
form such picturesque features in its street views. 
They, too, have to be removed from motives of 
necessity, on account of their unsafe condition. 
Doubtless, if they had been taken in time they 
might have been substantially repaired. But 
originally built with perishable materials, the 
mischief has been allowed to go too far for re- 
demption. One famous monument—the mosque 
of Sultan Hassan — might, perhaps, still be 
saved, but the gaping fissures in its walls suggest 
that if it is to be preserved for future genera- 
tions it must be taken in hand at once. Cannot 
the architectural societies send out a commis- 
sion to report on the Arab monuments of Cairo’ 
It would show that they have a regard for art 
for art’s sake, and the Ezyptian authorities 
could not venture to ignore their suggestions. 
There is, or was, a commission for the conserva- 
tion of the Cairo monuments; but every one 
knows that it was simply instituted to throw 
dust in the eyes of those who some dozen years 
ago called attention to their neglected condition.

Mr. Brrxet Foster’s drawings of ‘‘ Some 
Places of Note in England,” to which we referred 
last week, will be exhibited to the public on and 
after Monday next, together with drawings in 
silver-point by Mr. C. Sainton, at Messrs. Dow- 
deswell’s gallery in New Bond Street. The 
private view is appointed for to day (Saturday). 

On the 16th prox., at 430 p.a., Mr. Henry 
Wallis will deliver, at the London Institution, a 
lecture, accompanied by plenty of illustrations, 
on his much-studied subject ‘ Lustre Decoration 
in Ceramic Art.’ 
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Tue Society of British Artists has been for- 
tunate in procuring for its current exhibition a 
few capital works, which go far to make the 
gathering less uninteresting than usual, and 
enable us to say that it is well worthy of a visit. 
Mr. Watts has lent his so-called ‘ B.C.,’ No. 456, 
being his humorous representation of how a 
primeval man, anxiously watched by his wife, 
swallowed his first oyster. Mr. Watts, notwith- 
standing certain painful suggestions as to the 
condition of the ‘‘ delicious bivalve,” has not 
shown us how his aboriginal got the oyster 
open, but he has triumphed in the expressions 
of the lady and her spouse. Mr. Calderon has 
contributed ‘An Old Romance’ (511); Mr. 
W. A. Ingram has sent six pieces, Mr. J. L. 
Pott one, Mr. Spiers one, and Mr. H. Vos three, 
to a total of 653. 

THE projectors of the Naval and Military Ex- 
hibition now about to close in Edinburgh are 
preparing a memorial volume which is to illus- 
trate 500 carefully selected typical weapons and 
articles of historic value shown at the exhibi- 
tion, so as to form a standard work of refer- 
ence in this department of art. The work is to 
be published by Mr. Waterston, of Edinburgh. 


Messrs. Puttick & Simpson sold a number 
of engraved portraits of ladies of the Georgian 
period last week for good prices. Turner's 
‘Harbours of England, with Mr. Ruskin’s 
letterpress, fetched 42/. at the same sale. 

Dr. ScHLIEMANN, having obtained from the 
Turkish Government a new firman authorizing 
excavations, has gone to Asia Minor, where he 
intends to reopen his works in the Troad. 

For the last fortnight Dr. Orsi has been 
superintending the excavations ordered by the 
Italian Government at Gerace in Calabria, on 
the site of an ancient temple of the city of the 
Locri. Amongst the ruins that now begin to 
appear of these remains of Magna Grecia, which 
date from the sixth century Bc, is to be seen 
the posterior or western facade, with part of the 
two sides of the temple, which appears to have 
been hexastyle and of peripteral form. The base 
or crepis, which supported the columns by which 
the temple was on all sides surrounded, consists 
of three steps. Before the western front, and 
buried in the earth, was found a group of Parian 
marble, composed of three figures a little below 
natural height. They represent some divinity 
having the tail of a fish (probably a Neptune), 
holding back above his head a horse running, 


against which is leaning a naked youth. The 
work is Hellenic of the tifth century B.c. There 


seem good hopes of discovering other sculptures 
of the western pediment or tympanum, and per- 
haps also of the eastern. Quite close to the 
temple appear traces of a large deposit of archaic 
terra-cottas. 

Tue Trustees of the British Museum have just 
brought out a third edition of Mr. B. V. Head’s 
‘Guide to the Coins of the Ancients.’ Since the 
publication of the second edition in 1881 Mr. 
Head has produced for the Clarendon Press his 
masterly ‘ Historia Numorum,’ and he naturally 
has made large use of it in his revision of the 
text of the British Museum ‘ Guide.’ 


THE sales of pictures at the autumn exhibition 
in the Walker Art Gallery, Liverpool, amounted 
at the close of last week to about 6,0001. 


THE death is announced, at the age of six-and- 
thirty, of M. F. Etcheto, the sculptor of the 
statue of Villon in the Square Monge. M. 
Etcheto, who was born in Madrid of French 
parents, obtained a Third Class Medal in 1881 
and a Second Class Medal in 1882. 


On Tuesday, the 10th prox., being the anni- 
versary day, the prizes awarded to students in 
the Royal Academy during the current year will 
be, as usual, distributed at eight o’clock in the 
evening. 

Tue Berks Archxological and Architectural 
Society has entrusted to Mr. Arthur Dasent and 
the Rey, E. R. Gardiner, Vicar of Fawley, the 





task of cataloguing and describing the church 
plate of the county. In the Forest division of 
the county much early sacramental plate sur- 
vives, notably at Barkham, where there remains 
in constant use a communion cup with the 
London hall-mark for 1566. 


Ir is proposed to issue an octavo volume of 
some two hundred pages, containing all the 
monumental inscriptions in the church, church- 
yard, and cemetery of the ancient parish of 
Dalston, in Cumberland, edited by the Rev. J. 
Wilson, vicar of the parish, who will also sup- 
ply an introduction, notes, and a complete index.

THE WEEK. 


St. James’s HAtu.—Sir Charles Halle’s Concerts. 
ORYSTAL PALace.—Saturday Concerts. 
Sr. JAMES’s HALL.—The Popular Concerts. 


Tue four concerts announced to be given 
by Sir Charles Halle with the aid of his 
Manchester orchestra ought to prove inter- 
esting to amateurs ; but, for some reason 
hard to define, orchestral concerts are per- 
haps the least popular among musical 
entertainments in London. It has been so 
for many years, and there are at present no 
symptoms of a change for the better, the 
attendance on Friday evening last week 
being slender, especially in the higher- 
priced seats. No fault whatever could be 
found with the programme, the items of 
which were Cherubini’s Overture to ‘ Ana- 
creon’; two of Dvorak’s ‘Légendes,’ in D 
minor and G minor; Berlioz’s ‘Symphonie 
Fantastique’; and Beethoven’s Violin Con- 
certo. ‘The rendering of the last - named 
work by Madame Néruda was exceptionally 
fine, recalling the best performances of Herr 
Joachim. Those who are familiar with Sir 
Charles Halle’s Manchester orchestra do not 
need to be informed that its best qualities 
are unity of style and expression, and perfect 
balance of tone arising from the long con- 
tinued association of the conductor and his 
forces. In these respects it is only rivalled, 
and scarcely surpassed, by Mr. Manns’s band, 
which, for obvious reasons, is seldom heard 
away from the Crystal Palace, though as 
regards tone the Sydenham orchestra is 
certainly superior. The precision of the 
strings in Cherubini’s overture was ex- 
tremely effective; and Berlioz’s extraordinary 
work, with which the Manchester players 
are thoroughly familiar, was rendered with 
noteworthy spirit. The second movement 
suffered slightly, only two harps being em- 
ployed, though the composer directs that 
there should be at least two to each part. 
There are some interesting features in the 
second programme on Friday next, Dvorak’s 
Symphony in r, No. 3, and Gade’s Overture 
to ‘Hamlet’ being included in the scheme. 

If Liszt’s symphonic poem, ‘ Festklinge,’ 
may not be numbered among the master- 
pieces of art, it is worthy of a better position 
than that accorded to it in last Saturday’s 
Crystal Palace Concert. A work of this 
involved nature needs close attention, and it 
should, therefore, be placed somewhat early 
in a programme, especially when it is a 
novelty. The ‘ Festkliinge’ was twice per- 
formed at the concerts of the late Walter 
Bache, but it was probably unfamiliar to the 
majority of those who heard it last Satur- 





day. A few general remarks are all that 
can be given at present concerning No. 7 of - 


the ‘Symphonische Dichtungen.’ As its 
name indicates, the music is generally festive 
and grandiose in character, and there is a 
superabundant wealth of thematic material. 
Some of the phrases are very original and 
effective, perhaps the most striking being 
that quoted as No. 10 in the programme, in 
which the dominant harmony of 8 flat alter- 
nates with that of p. But, as usual, Liszt 
has shown his incapacity to weld his materia] 
in a symmetrical shape. The music does 
not hang together, and the effect is that of 
a clever improvisation rather than a finished 
work of art. The remaining orchestral works 
in the programme were Beethoven’s Sym- 
phony in a, and Wagner’s Overture to‘ Der 
Fliegende Hollander.’ Miss Nettie Carpenter 
displayed remarkable executive facility, but 
a somewhat thin tone, in M. Saint-Saéns’s 
Violin Concerto in a, Op. 20, a work of 
no great value. Fraulein Fillunger sang 
Mendelssohn’s ‘ Infelice’ and two Lieder by 
Brahms. 

On Saturday afternoon at the Popular 
Concerts Miss Fanny Davies made her first 
appearance this season, and gave a really 
fine rendering of Bach’s Chromatic Fantasia 
and Fugue in p minor, fully satisfying all 
requirements. This young artist has been 
playing recently in Germany with much 
success, and is rapidly advancing to the head 
of her profession. The remainder of the 
programme calls for no remark. It com- 
prised Brahms’s ‘ Zigeuner- Lieder,’ with the 
same artists as on the previous Monday; 
Mendelssohn’s Quartet in E, Op. 12; and 
Beethoven’s Trio in the same key, Op. 70, 
No. 2. 

Monday’s programme included a curiosity, 
namely, a set of Divisions to a Ground Bass 
by Christopher Sympson, arranged for the 
violoncello, with pianoforte accompaniment, 
by Signor Piatti. The composer lived in 
the middle of the seventeenth century, and, 
like many other musicians, had to retire into 
obscurity during the Commonwealth. At 
that time he wrote a work entitled ‘The 
Division Violist, or an Introduction to the 
Playing upon a Ground.’ It subsequently 
enjoyed considerable popularity, and was 
reprinted at least twice. The book contains 
a number of ‘ Divisions for the Practice of 
Learners,’ and it is one set of these that 
Signor Piatti has adapted. As usual his 
piano accompaniment is written with admir- 
able taste, and for the most part in the 
manner of the period. There is very little 
genuine interest, however, in the variations. 
From his theoretical works it would seem 
that Sympson was an excellent musician, 
but not an inspired composer. The only 
defect in the rendering of Beethoven’s 
Sonata in D minor, Op. 31, No. 3, by Miss 
Fanny Davies, was a conspicuously large 
number of false notes in the first move- 
ment and the finale. Her reading of the 
work was broad and full of poetical feeling ; 
except from Madame Schumann we have 
never heard a finer performance of this 
beautiful sonata. Cherubini’s Quartet in F, 
No. 5, and Haydn’s Trio in c, No. 3, were 
included in the programme. Madame Belle 
Cole gave a commendable rendering of 
Handel’s familiar air, “‘ Lascia ch’ io pianga,” 
and an air, ‘ Le Violette,’ vaguely described 
as by “‘ Scarlatti (1650-1752).” Alessandro 
Scarlatti was born in 1659, and died in 
1725; Domenico Scarlatti lived between 
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1683 and 1757; so that it is impossible 
from the dates given to say which of these 
eminent composers wrote the air in question, 
though it is safe to assume that it is by 
Alessandro. 








Biusical Gossty, 


‘Tae Rep Hussar,’ anew comic opera, written 
by Mr. H. P. Stephens and composed by Mr. E. 
Solomon, was produced at the Lyric Theatre last 
Saturday night. Its success, if any, is due to 
the excellence of the performance rather than 
the merit of the libretto and the music. A sillier 
book has never been put together, and Mr. Solo- 
mon’s music, though neatly and for the most 
part tastefully written, is of a very commonplace 
order. Miss Marie Tempest and Mr. Ben Davies, 
however, exhibit vocal ability which might well 
be employed in work of a higher class. The 
piece is expensively mounted, and the chorus and 
crchestra are large and of good quality. 

WE have received the syllabus of the Local 
Examinations under the direction of the Asso- 
ciated Board of the Royal Academy of Music 
and the Royal College of Music, to which we 
referred last week. The work to be exacted from 
candidates is practical in every sense, and those 
who pass the senior examinations will have the 
right to be regarded as well-qualified musicians. 
The candidates will have considerable freedom 
in the methods they may adopt in carry- 
ing out what is required by the examiners, 
and we are glad to note the following in 
connexion with the examinations in the 
theory of music: ‘‘The Associated Board 
abstain from naming any text- books, and 
the Examiners will accept intelligible answers 
without reference to particular systems or 
methods.” The only unsatisfactory feature in 
the syllabus is the list of honorary local repre- 
sentatives, the majority of the names being 
unfamiliar to musicians. 

A PERFORMANCE of ‘ Elijah’ was given by the 
Royal Society of Musicians on Wednesday even- 
ing at St. James’s Hall. The principal vocalists 
were Miss Anna Williams, Miss Hilda Wilson, 
Mr. Iver McKay, and Mr. Watkin Mills. Mr. 
Cummings conducted the performance, which 
was on the whole satisfactory. 

Tue Messrs. Hann gave their second chamber 
concert at the Brixton Hall on the same even- 
ing, their programme containing Beethoven’s 
Quartet in B flat, Op. 18, No. 6; Mendelssohn’s 
Sonata in B flat, for piano and violoncello, 
Op. 45; and Mr. Gerard Cobb’s clever and effec- 
tive Pianoforte Quintet in ¢, first performed by 
the Musical Artists’ Society last spring (Athen., 
No. 3211). Mrs. Henschel was the vocalist. 

Herr Ropert HEcKMANN, the leader of the 
celebrated Heckmann Quartet, assisted by 
Madame Heckmann-Hertwig and Herr Bern- 
hard Thieme, gave a chamber concert at the 
Steinway Hall on Wednesday afternoon, their 
programme including Bargiel’s Trio in F, Op. 6; 
Beethoven’s Sonata in A, for piano and violon- 
cello, Op. 69; and Brahms’s Trio inc minor, 
Op.101. The Heckmann Quartet is temporarily 
disbanded, owing to the illness of one of its 
members, and the artists named above have 
undertaken a tour in England and Scotland. 

Tue chamber concert of the Royal College of 
Music on Thursday evening included Brahms’s 
Sextet for Strings in c, Op. 36, a very arduous 
work for students ; two of Brahms’s ‘ Hungarian 
Dances’ for violin and piano ; and Chopin’s Fan- 
tasia in F minor, Op. 49. 

TuE sacred concert of the Musical Guild took 
place on Wednesday evening at the Kensington 
Town Hall, the programmeincluding Beethoven’s 
‘Kreutzer’ Sonata for piano and violin; Haydn’s 
Trio in c, No.3; and some national dances for 
pianoforte duet by Mr. Algernon Ashton. 


Stk Artuur Svutrivan’s ‘Golden Legend’ 
and a miscellaneous selection, including Bee- 





thoven’s Choral Fantasia, were performed at Sir 
Charles Halle’s Manchester concert on Thursday 
evening. The principal vocalists were Miss 
Macintyre, Madame Sandon, Mr. Watkin Mills, 
and Mr. Lloyd. The second performance of 
Handel’s ‘ Theodora’ will take place on January 
23rd. 

WE regret to announce the death of Mr. 
Frederic Clay, which took place on Tuesday last 
after a long illness. The deceased composer 
was born in Paris in 1840, and received most of 
his musical education under Molique, though he 
studied for a while under Hauptmann in Leipzig. 
His first successful effort was made in the Ger- 
man Reed operetta ‘ Ages Ago,’ the libretto of 
which was furnished by Mr. W. S. Gilbert. 
The same librettist was associated with him 
in a pretty and tasteful comic opera ‘ Princess 
Toto.’ At the Brighton Festival of 1887 was 
produced his most successful work ‘Lalla Rookh.’ 
His last effort was an ambitious spectacular 
opera‘ The Golden Ring,’ of which Mr. G. R. Sims 
wrote the book, and which was produced at the 
Alhambra Theatre in November, 1883, shortly 
after which he was seized with the illness which 
has now terminated his life. If not very pro- 
found, Mr. Clay’s music was essentially refined 
and elegant, and his melodies are frequently 
marked by a sense of freshness that forbids 
them from being characterized as commonplace. 
His air from ‘ Lalla Rookh,’ “I’ll sing thee 
songs of Araby,” may almost be termed a classic, 
and ‘She wandered down the mountain side ” 
is a perfect example of an English ballad. 

On the next anniversary of Beethoven’s birth, 
December 16th, Mr. Theodore Thomas will give 
a concert of the master’s works in New York, the 
proceeds of which will be devoted to the fund 
now being raised for the preservation of the 
house in which Beethoven was born in Bonn.

Wir the production on Thursday at the 
Garrick of ‘La Tosca’ the long spell of inaction 
that has been laid upon the theatres comes to an 
end. Absolutely unprecedented is this in the 
experience of the present generation. A fair 
amount of novelty is in preparation, and the 
close of the present week has brought with it 
some changes. It is, of course, a sign of general 
prosperity when the bills at the theatres remain 
unchanged. Too much stress must not, how- 
ever, be laid upon this. Under present con- 
ditions, which have scarcely anything in common 
with those existing a generation ago, a piece that 
fails to hit the public taste may, in consequence 
of the cost and trouble of producing a novelty, 
enjoy what at one time would have been held a 
run, 

Since it was first produced at the Criterion 
on March 3ist, 1877, ‘ Pink Dominos,’ Albery’s 
adaptation of ‘ Les Dominos Roses’ of MM. Dela- 





cour and Hennequin, has lost some of its attrac- 
tions. In so doing it has shared the fate of its 
original and of most farces that obtain a success 
above the average. Characters and situations 
are plagiarized in succeeding pieces, until upon 
revival it presents no element of novelty, and 
stands a chance of being treated as an imitation 
of its own descendants. Admirable construction, 
however, such as it possesses, has permanent 
value, and on the strength of this and Albery’s 
saucy dialogue ‘ Pink Dominos,’ which now holds 
possession of the Comedy, retains a mea- 
sure of its power to amuse. Laughter louder 
than it provoked is not often heard at the pro- 
duction of a novelty. The cast is adequate, and 
the exponents of two or three leading characters 
are excellent. Mr. Herbert Standing is at his 
best in Sir Percy Wagstaff, and acts with ad- 
mirable aplomb; Mr. Alfred Maltby gives the 
salaciousness of Joskin Tubbs with a lightness 
of touch that saves it from offence; and Mr. 
Charles H. Hawtrey displays not only great 
vivacity, but some genuine comedy, as Charles 
Greythorne. Miss Alma Stanley is not quite 
at home as the timid Rebecca; and Misses 
Rose Saker, Gabrielle Goldney, and Fanny 
Robertson are fairly suited. 

On Thursday Mr. Thomas Thorne reopened 
the Vaudeville with ‘ Joseph’s Sweetheart,’ a few 
performances of which are to preface the pro- 
duction of ‘ Clarissa Harlowe.’ 

Drury Lane TuHeEatre closes this evening, in 
order to give time for the rehearsals of the panto- 
mime of ‘Jack and the Beanstalk.’ The same 
evening witnesses the production of ‘The Gold 
Craze’ at the Princess’s, and ‘The Spy’ at the 
Novelty. Some fetish concerning lucky days 
must be worshipped by managers, or they would 
scarcely at their obvious risk crowd so much 
novelty into the closing days of a single week. 

REcEnNT events, including the loss by fever of 
more than one actor, emphasize strongly the fact 
long known that in many country theatres sani- 
tary precautions are entirely neglected, and that 
the dressing-rooms and the behind scenes gener- 
ally are hotbeds of disease. It is diflicult to see 
what general action can be taken to remedy a 
disgraceful state of things. Theengagement is not 
made by the actor, and he cannot, unless his 
position is uppermost, utter any protest likely to 
be heard. It is none the less deplorable that to 
the many dangers and anxieties of the strolling 
player should be added a serious risk of death 
or disabling illness. That there is no exaggera- 
tion in the statements that have appeared as to 
the condition of several country theatres is known 
to the majority of actors. 

A DOMESTIC comedy in three acts, entitled 
‘Madcap Midge,’ is to be forthwith produced at 
the Opéra Comique by Miss Louise Litta, who 
is announced as an American actress. 

By arrangement with Henrik Ibsen Mr. 
Walter Scott will publish a complete edition of 
Ibsen’s prose plays, historical as well as social. 
Each volume will include three plays. The 
first, containing ‘The Young Man’s League,’ 
‘The Pillars of Society,’ and ‘A Doll’s 
House,’ will appear early in January. Mr. 
William Archer has undertaken to translate 
several of the plays, and will be responsible for 
the accuracy of the whole series. 

Mr. Frank Benson proposes opening the 
Globe Theatre on December 14th with ‘A 
Midsummer Night’s Dream,’ to be followed by 
‘The Taming of the Shrew,’ ‘Twelfth Night,’ 
‘ Othello,’ and other plays. 

Mrs. Lanorry’s first appearance at the St. 
James’s will now, it is decided, take place in a 
piece of Mr. Haddon Chambers, the present 
title of which, ‘The Bouquet,’ will be changed. 

Mr. A. W. Prvero has arranged to give a 
reading of one of his plays at the Birkbeck In- 
stitution on an evening in February next. 

A MISCELLANEOUS performance at the Gaiety 
on Tuesday afternoon for the benefit of the 
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widow and child of the late George Stone drew 
together a very large audience and introduced 
some clever performances of the lightest order. 
Besides playing her original part in the first act 
of ‘ Ruy Blas ; or, the Blasé Roué,’ Miss Farren 
appeared as Nan in ‘Good for Nothing.’ Mr. 
Leslie in the burlesque before mentioned 
showed remarkable variety and resource. In 
his line Mr. Leslie has for many years had no 
equal. Mr. Edward Terry headed a company 
of actors including Messrs. Kemble, Collette, 
Shine, and Garden, who gave in droll fashion 
the comic scenes from ‘A Midsummer Night’s 
Dream.’ Mr. Terry’s conception of Bottom is 
altogether unlike any other to be recalled. 


‘Epitua’s BurGiar,’ a dramatization by Mrs. 
Hodgson Burnett, in which she has been aided by 
Mr. Stephen Townesend, of her novel of the same 
name, has been given for copyright purposes at 
the Theatre Royal, Stratford. 


In the course of next year Mr. Willard will 
produce ‘The Middleman’ at Palmer’s Theatre, 
New York. Miss Wallis will then resume her 
management of the Shaftesbury Theatre, and 
will produce new plays by Mr. Wills, Mr. 
Buchanan, and other dramatists.
